Said Critical 
In This Area 


District Forester Wheatley. at 
Lindsay terms the fire hazard :n 
this area’s bushland “critical” to- 
day. 

In his weekly bulletin the forest - 
er observes: 

“A critical forest fire hazard 
developed during the past week. The 
hazard now stands at extreme. 
This means that the litter and 
humus on the forest floor is ex- 
tremely inflammable, thereby cre- 
ating a condition whereby fires 
start much more easily and spreaa 
very rapidly. This condition it ap- 
pears, from weather forecast data, 
will "continue for some days yet. 

“With the exception of lightn- 
ing, all fires are caused by human’ 
carelessness or neglect. The con- 
sequences of such carelessness often 
result in widespread forest and 
property damage as well as loss or 
fe. 

“There were ten fires in the Lind- 
say District during the past week 
Fortunately, none reached a size 
of greater than three-quarter 
acres, but each represented a po- 
tential danger that might have been 
disastrous.”

On Tuesday shortly after 1 pm 
a little 3-year-old R. R. 2 Oakwood 
boy, Paul Tremeer, was thrown from 
&@ Manure spreader behind his fa- 
ther’s tractor, when they were struck 
by a lumber truck on the highway 
near the village of Oakwood. The 
unconscious child was rushed to the 
Ross Memorial Hospital here, but | 
was released the same afternoon. 
The boy had been shaken up but was 
found to be not seriously hurt. His 
mother told “The Post” that “he 
seems to be fine today.” 

Mrs. Roy Tremeer says that her 
husband and son were going to her 
father’s farm, that of Mr. Roy Mil- 
ler, east of Oakwood The Tremesr 
farm is one mile west of the village. 

She says that her husband had 
hitched the manure spreader to nis 
tractor and was proceeding to the 
Miller farm. His 3-year-old son was 
Tiding in the spreader, she says. 

One-half mile east of the Tremeer 
farm, she says, as her family were 
proceeding along the highway, a 
large lumber truck went to pass 
them. She says that when it pulled 
out, the truck driver saw he couldn’t 
make it, because of an oncoming 
car and, in attempting to pull back 
in behind the Tremeers, struck the 
spreader in which her son was rid- 


ing. . 


Paul, she says, was thrown up in 
the air, right across to the opposite 
side of the highway, and was ren- 
dered unconscious. Her husband was 
also thrown clear of his tractor, 
landing on the side of the road. 

Mrs. Tremeer says that an Am- 
erican friend of Dr. J. C. Arnold, 
of Lindsay, who was returning to 
the US., stopped his car, turned 
around, and rushed the unconscious 
child into Dr. Arnold here. The boy 
was placed in the RMH for obser- 
vation. Mrs. Tremeer says her son 
regained consciousness on the way 
into Lindsay. 


The boy was released from the 
RMH the same afternoon, officials 
there say. 

The boy’s mother says he seems 
remarkably well today, considering 
the distance he was thrown onto 
the hard ground. Her husband, she 
Says, suffered bad bruises to his 
person. 


The investigating officer's version 
of the accident Is that the truck 
actually did get past the tractor and 
spreader, but bumped it in passing, 
thus throwing the boy and father 
off to the roadway. The lumber 
truck was driven by Douglas Petezs, 
of Highland Grove, who stopped his 
vehicle further up the highway. 

The inyestigating officer was Con- 
stable Jim Plumtree, of the Lindsay 
detachment of the OPP. No charges 
have been Jaid as yet following the 
accident,

New U.S. Ambassador 
To Canada Closely 
Connected With Agriculture 
Canada has a new ambassador 
from the United States and the 
other day he made a big impression 
on farmers in Ottawa Valley area by 
using his first public speech to tell 
just how closely he was connected 
with agriculture. 


The new ambassador is Robert 
Douglas Stuart, who used to be one 
of the top officials of the Quaker 
ats Company in the United States. 
He spoke at a directors luncheon 9! 
the Central Canadian Exhibition 
Association, And he sald he welcom- 
ed the invitation because he had 
had a lifelong and “rather intimate” 
connection with Canada. Stuart's 
father was born in Ingersoll, Ont. 
where his father operated a small 
oatmeal mill. 


Stuart, whose father had moved 
to the United States and settled at 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, came back to 
Canada when he finished his edu~ 
eation and worked with the Quaker 
Oats Company at Peterborough On- 
tarlo, after that he worked in coun- 
try elevators In Manitoba and Sask- 
atchewan. 

Stuart says he has always been 
interested in farming and cattle 
ranching. Sy: 

“Tt am convinced,” he says, “that 
those who farm and ranch and live 
close to the soil have an outlook 
{n life which is wholesome and 
which contributes greatly to our 
common sense way of life.” 

Stuart's main interest has been 
Hereford and Jersey cattle. His bro- 
ther was a breeder of Poled Angus, 
And many of Stuart's friends are 
concerned with the production of 
livestock and poultry of all varieties. 

One of these friends, who was 
born in Canada, ls Thomas F, Wil- 
son, of the Wilson Packing Com- 
pany, who Stuart says had undoubt- 
edly done more for the shorthorn 
breed in the United States than any 
other individual. 

“Many of our leading dairymen”, 
Stuart says, “have imported some 
of the finest animals from Canada, 
One must not overlook the wonder- 
ful Canadian hogs. The Yorkshire 
breed is steadily increasing in popu- 
larity {n the corn belt, They are 
a wonderful bacon hog.” 

Stuart says that for many years 
he was associated as an observer -~ 
not a scientist --with animal re- 
search. He has had a part in de- 
velopment of a research farm where 
efforts are being made to improve 
the technique of animal nutrition, 
At the exhibition in Ottawa, Stuact 
sald he was “intensely interested’ 
In the agriculturual exhibits. 

“We or North America,” he sald. 
“are inclined to think of country 


fairs and agricultural exhibitions as 


cover rioting within penal institu- 
tions.

However, Stuart said, those ‘prob- 
lems can be solved “if men of good: 
will, honesty of purpose and fair 
mindedness, will sit down together | 
determined to find an answer.” 4 

This was just the first speech t 
that the new ambassador has made 
since he took over his new job in 
Ottawa about a month ago. He Is 
scheduled to speak again at Cana- 
dian Club luncheén in Ottawa ‘n 
‘October And by that time it’s ex- 
pected he will have something 
Say that will give a greater insight 
into the current problems between 
Canada and the United States. 

Officials Worried Over 

Size Of Existing Wheat Stocks, 

Officials in Ottawn are really be- 
coming worried about the present | 
size of Canada’s wheat stocks, Far- 
mers pouring wheat into line ele- 
vators In the west at a tremendous 
pace, and exports have fallen off. 

The latest figures were issusd 
by the Bureau of Statistics yester- 
day. Deliveries of wheat are up ix 
times over what they were a year 
ago, while exports are just about 
half, 

As of August 14th, the latest for 
which figures are available, Cana ia 
has 281,000,000 bushels of wheat on 
hand, That's 100,000,000 bushels 
more than the 180,000,000 bushels on 
hand at the same date last year 

During the week of August 14ta, 
farmers delivered 6,700,000 bushels of 
market -- six times the figure of a 
year ago. And during the same week, 
exports dropped to only 3,700,000 
bushels -~just about half what they 
were in the same week of the pre- 
vious year. -BUP

An official of the Toronto Milx

delivery.” The union also demands 
certain wage increases. 

The Toronto Milk Distributors’ 
Association, made up of 13 of the 
city’s 14 major dairies and handles 
between 80 and 85 per cent. of the 
milk distribution, says wage increas- 
es are impossible without a reduc- 
tion in the delivery schedule from 
six to five days a week. 

The dairy operators add that the 
sole alternative 1s an increase of 
cent-a-quart prices of milk which 


sells for 22 cents delivered.

Endorses Paying Fines 
On Installment Plan 


Toronto Sept. 1 -(BUP)- Ontario 
Chief Justice J. C. McCruer has gi- 
ven his approval] to a system of pay- 
ing fines by the installment plan. 

The Chief Justice told a legisla- 
ture select committee on reform in- 
stitutions in Toronto that the sys- 
tem would prevent the existence of | 
one punishment for the rich and 
another for the poor, and he noted 
that England’s usuage of such 2 
system has cut the prison popula- 
‘tion by 25 per cent. 

The system might be expensive 
to set up, he said, but -- in his 
words -- “It would be cheaper in 
the long run.” 

He added, “In many cases today 
the prisoner is in jail because he is 
Boor. The man who is well off and 
can afford the fine pays it and ts 
free.” 

He said it would be a greater 
punishment for the average wage- 
earner to pay a 50 dollar fine by 
installments than it would be for 
the 10-thousand dollar a year man 
to pay it in one shot, 

The Chief Justice also told the 
committee that the present division 
of authority between governments in 
the administration of penal institu- 
tions has formed.a thorn in the side 
of justice. 

Penitentiaries are administered py 
the federal governments and reform 
institutions by the province. The 
Chief Justice says prisoners are now 
sent to one or the other according 
to the length of term, and not ac- 
cording to his capacity for reform.

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EDITORIALS 


A SUITABLE MEMORIAL . 

The approach of the 1953 opening of the Lindsay 
Central Bxhibition brings to mind the fact that no plans , 
have been advanced to commemorate the contribution 
of the late B. L. McLean to the success of this Class A 
Ontario agricultural show. Mr. McLean served as sec- 
tary-manager of the exhibition for many years and saw 
it grow from a relatively small fair to its present status. 
He was responsible for promoting several of the im- 
provements which the exhibition enjoys and, in recent 
years with financial returns making it possible, he spared 
no effort to ensure,a high calibre show throughout with 
an excellent grandstand performance. A man with a 
broad knowledge of livestock, his influence in expand- 
ing this branch of the fair was increasingly felt. It was 
due in great measure to his efforts that the exhibition 
was raised from the lower fair status to its present “A” 
rating: | 

Mr. McLean’s kpowledge of fair management was 
recognized across the Province and his advice was fre- 
quently sought. He took an interest in other fairs and 
their progress and, as he often said, “there’s always 
something to learn from the other fellow.” Is it not fitting 
then, that consideration be given to a suitable “B. L. 
McLean -Memorial’” in recognition of his services to 
the Lindsay Central Exhibition? It would seem only 
right that a man whose name has so long been associat- 
ed with the exhibition should have his contribution com- 
memorated on the grounds. 

Assuming that there is agreement with this sugges- 
tion, what type of memorial would be most satisfactory? 
Would a memorial gate at the main entrance be the 
answer or has someone something more original and 
practical to suggest? This is something upon which an 
expression of opinion from the public would be interest- 
ing to have. Who will advance some thoughts on this 
matter so that it might be possible to get action on the 
memorial before the fair opens in another month. 


ARE ICE CREAM CONES SANITARY? 

During these hot days thousands upon thousands 
of ice cream cones will be devoured by sweltering mul- 
titudes. Ice cream itself, eaten in moderation, is recog- 
nized as a healthful food but in view of certain observa- 
tions it would seem that the ice cream cone as a method 
of dispensation is open to question from a standpoint of 
sanitation. The sale of ice cream is not in any way 
restricted nor is it protected by the laws of, handling 
which apply to restaurants and caterers. Almost any- 
one can get an agency and the only qualification neces- 
sary to serve it appears to be the ability to “dish it out.” 
Thus it comes about that a person may drop whatever 
task they have been doing, reach for the scoop and 
cones and begin serving ice cream. Not infrequently 
the conditions under which scoops are kept in between 
servings is added reason for doubting the healthful quali- 
ties of ice cream served in cones. 

The manufacturers of ice cream, while not turning 
their backs on the ice cream cone outlet, have made 
commendable contributions towards improving meth- 
ods of distribution. They have encouraged the sale of 
ice cream in a variety of convenient packages and have 
devised numerous noyelty methods of dispensation 
which, to all outward appearances, are much more sani- 
tary than the ice cream cone. 

The sale of ice cream via the cone method could be 
kept on a reasonably sanitary basis by adequate dispens- 
ing supervision but this has not yet been achieved. The 
only other answers appear to lie in either finding a more 
satisfactory way of dispensing cones of ice cream or in- 
venting something more appealing than the ice cream 
cone and not subject to improper handling.

The Mayor’s idea was that Miss Amelia Hall, for her 
splendid performance at Stratford in the Shakespearean 
Festival and for her efforts to give Ottawa permanent 
professional theatre, should receive a civic honor of some 
modest sort, perhaps a ring engraved with the city’s 
coat of arms. Mr. Tardif objected on the ground that 
“it would detract from the civic honors paid to Cana- 
dian amateur and professional champions in the field 
of sports.” 

The Queen honors distinguished athletes, but of 
course she does not confine her awards to them, More 
people may understand the eminence of a successful 
jockey than appreciate the merit of an actor or writer, 
but in royal honors that is not the sole consideration.

An 
award to a skater or basketball champion or a high 
jumper should have more significance, and not less, be- 
cause the corporation delighted to honor as well out- 
standing contributions to the Capital’s (and the coun- 
try’s)) artistic, cultural and scientific life.

COLOR TV ON THE WAY 

After years of fuzziness the color television picture 
is finally beginning to make sense. ~ The Federal Com- 
munication Commission’s move to authorize a com- 
patible color system—one which can be received in 
black and white on existing sets—very probably means 
that color TV will soon be a reality rather than an ex- 
periment. With better luck and better management, 
this desirable result might have been achieved even earl- 
ier, but national defence needs impeded faster develop- 
ment, and the F.C.C., as it turned out, went off on a 
sidetrack with its approval in 1950 of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System’s non-compatible system, which 
would have been completely ineffective on existing sets 
except with the addition of a converter. 

C. B. S. has now joined the Radio Corporation of 
American and other telecasters in the National Televis- 
ion System Committee in accepting the compatible sys- 
tem. Since no opposition is expected; the likelihood is 
that the F.C.C. will give its approval to the new system 
without a public hearing some time next month. Several 
problems will still confront the television industry and 
the television public, of course. Color TV sets will be 
more expensive than black-and-white models, at least 
at the start, and the economic realities of the situation 
will have to be met. Hyen a tougher problem may be 
the question of program content, which is television’s 
constant stumbling block. Once the novelty has worn 
off, audiences may decide that poor programs in color 
are no more palatable than poor programs in black and 
white, and just as easy to turn off. But the continuing 
progress in the technology of television at least raises 
the hope that similar progress in programming may yet 
set in. When it does, color television will certainly be- 
come a valued embellishment of American life.

Circumstances’ Are 


Considered In Levying Penalty 
But Carelessness Registered 


A Lindsay man was convicted 1% 
Friday morning's Police Court here 
of careless driving on Highway 35, 
Fenelon Township, on June 14th, 
Though Magistrate E. A, Gee sald 
he realized that there were some 
extenuating circumstances in this 
case, he still felt the accused 
“didn't have his car under control 
as he should have had.” He fined 
accused $10 and assessed court costs 
of $15. 

A 17-year-old Cameron youth was 
the first Crown witness, He stated 
that he had been driving south on 
No. 35 about 1 a.m, on June 14th, 
and that as he was coming through 
Cameron he went to make a right 
hand turn in the 30-mile zone. As he 
was about to turn, a car met and 
passed him, whose headlights were 
very bright, and then, he said, his 
1932 model car was hit from behind, 
He sald that, as a result of the col- 
lsion, his car was turned almost 
completely around, He said that he 
got out of his car and saw the car 
that had hit him continue south 
down the highway and start around 
a curve when it came to a halt. We 
testified that his car was a total 
wreck following the collision, “no 
good at all”. There had been four 
passengers, plus himself, in the car, 
and two of them had required stit- 
ches in facial cuts and one had 
fractured ribs. He claimed that he 
was going about 10 m.p.h, at the 
time of the collision. 

On cross-examination by defence 
counsel W. Richardson, the witness 
said he had purchased the car he 
was driving on the day it was wreck- 


Constable Jim Hall, of the Lind- 
say OPP, testified that the right 
front wheel of accused’s car had 
come off and that the car had con- 
tinued on from the point of {mpact 
in the collision some 600 feet, leny- 
ing a deep gouge in the highway, He 
estimated damage to accused's car 
to have been $250, Accused had 
admitted being the owner and the 
driver, said Constable Hall, 

Counsel Richardson pointed out to 
court that there were two speed U- 
mits at Cameron, 30 m.p.h, for 
southbound traffic and 60 m.p-h. for 
northbound traffic, Const. Hall satd 
he knew that this didn’t tally with 
what was laid down in the Highway 
Traffic Act, but that the situation 
wasn’t unique, since it existed on 
the highway leading from the out 
skirts of Peterborough, towards 
Lindsay,

(British United Press) 

The country’s polio toll is now 
running close to last year’s total 
iigures. 

However, health authorities across 
the nation expect cooler Fall wea- 
ther to slow down the march ef 
the crippling disease. 

A British United Press survey of 
the 10 provinces shows a total of 
three-thousand-135 cases and 115 
deaths, This compares with the 1952 
total of three-thousand-327 cases 
and 185 deaths. 

Doctors working in understaffed 
isolation hospitals appear to he 
gaining the upper hand in their 
campaign against the disease. 

Although there is no proof that 
the climate increases or de- 
creases the polio danger, most 
doctors believe that cooler 
weather keeps crowds smaller 
thus reducing the scope of any 
epidemic. 

Except in Manitoba, where the 
epidemic has reached record pro- 
portions, the incidence of the di- 
Sease appears to be waning. 

Ontarlo has repdrted 801 
this year and 22 fatalities, 
Quebec records 83 cases and 
deaths, In the Maritimes, 
Brunswick reports 38 cases, Nova 
Scotin 11, Prince Edward Islaid 
five and Newfoundland 101. A total 
of seven deaths have been reported 
in the four Maritime provinces.

Youths Get 


Break 
From Court 


PLEAD GUILTY TO 
SHOPBREAKING CHARGES 
GET CHANCE TO MAKE GOOD 

Three Lindsay youths, aged 16. 
17 and 18 years, were given lenient 
treatment in Lindsay Police Court 
Friday when they appeared for 
sentence. They were allowed to 
be returned to the custody of their 
parents, and to retum to their 
jobs. , 

The youths had appeared in 
court here last Friday, and all 
three pleaded guilty at that time 
to two charges each of shopbreak- 
ing. The Magistrate deemed then 
that they be held in custody until 
today. 

Crown Attorney Lorne Jordan 
told the court that complete resti- 
tution has now been made by the 
three accused. 

The fathers of two of the ac- 
cused appeared to speak for their 
sons, and representatives of two 
local firms where two of the ac- 
cused are employed also spoke 
highly cf their work. One accused 
who has been working at a local 
plant since January has had two 
increases in that time for efficien- 
cy. 

Commented the Magistrate, “J 
can’t understand why lads with 
money would pull off a thing like 
this.” He continued that they all 
made good wages (and one of the 
fathers testified that his son pald 
very low board at home) and had 
probably done “these things for 
excitement.” 

“Crown Attorney Lorne Jordan 
said he hoped thatthe week that 
they had spent in jail would ‘give 
them a taste of what jail was like 
and the kind of persons they would 
have to associate and live with if 
they chose a life of crime. 

Mr. Jordan said that he was will- 
ing’ to allow them to return to the 
custody of their parents and to 
thelr places of employment, but 
warned the three “that if they ever 
come back into court they'll have 
no mercy from me, whatsoever.” 
He asked that the parents have the 
boys off the streets by 11 o'clock 
at night, to which they agreed. 

The Crown Attorney felt that 
the youths ought to have to pay 
court costs, and Magistrate BE. A. 
Gee levied costs of $10.00 against 
each of the three.

1952. 

This year, three girls will take 
only five days to prepare the tax 
rolls and notices for next year. In 
this short period it is reported that 
they will prepare at least 25 per 
cent more documents than was 
necessary in 1952. 

Mr. Kilner was formerly the 
head of the assessment depart- 
ment here in Lindsay and before 
that as an assessor in Toronto. 

He took over this year and found 
that everything in the department 
was done by hand. He convinced 
the council that expenditure of 
under $10,000 for office machines 
would save enough in time and 
labor to pay for the machines with- 
in five years. 


Former Assessor Plans 
Most Modern Department 


Though the township was ra- 
assessed three years ago under tha 
Peel County equalized assessment 
scheme, Mr. Kilner has ordered # 
complete re-assessment of the 
whole township for mext year. This 
will include remeasuring and re- 
grading, 12,000 main buildings and 
30,000 auxiliary buildings. 

All buildings will be photograph- 
ed, the first time this has been dons 
in Canada. Photos will be attach- 
ed to each property owner’s assess- 
ment sheet, and will take from 
January to November of 1954 before 
it is completed. 

Rapidly expanding building in 
the township of 70,000 acres cover- 
{mg 110 square miles has posed an- 
other problem for the assessment 
and building departments,- that of 
Keeping track of building progress 
so the homes can be assessed @s 
they are erected. This year 843 
buildings are in the process of 


erection, 750 of them homes. These 
will net the township $50,000 to 
$75,000 in extra taxes which in 
former years were ignored. 


Water Board Superintendent 
Robt. Reynolds, told “The Post” 
that the “daily average water 
pumpage during August, thus far, 
has fairly consistently been over 
3,300,000 gallons."

The OPP officer took the child to 
the Ross Memorial Hospital and 
she was there attended by Doctor 
Moore White, who administered me- 
dical attention. 

Mrs. Horslen says that she brought 
‘Trudy home from the RMH this 
morning. She says the child’s in- 
juries were lip and nose bruises, a 
cut over the lip, and a cut over the 
right eye which needed three stit- 
ches to close.

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Interesting Facts Of Early Days 
In Whitby Township, Ont. County 


Sunderland (PNS) -- Whitby 
Township of Ontario County was 
first known as Township No. 8 of 
the Lakeshore Townships, between 
the Bay of Quinte and York. It 
was also afterwards called Nor- 
wich. 

When a north of England man 
got the management of these mat- 
ters in hand, he wiped out the 
then names of these lake-front 
townships and scattered Yorkshire 
names along the lake shore, name- 
jy: Darlington, Whitby, Pickering, 
Scarborough and York. 

The first settler in the county 
was Benjamin Wilson, who settled 
in the township in 1790 or 1794, 
east of: Oshawa Harbour. He cama 
from Putney in the state of Ver- 
mont, and it is claimed he was 8 
United Empire Loyalist. His 
daughter, Mrs. Nancy Fickle, the 
first white child born between 
Toronto and Kingston. 

Shortly after his arrival, his 
place was visited by a band of 
Indians, who took his tools and 
provisions which had been furnish- 
ed to him by the government and 
whatever else he had, but left his 
boat. 

They told him to be gone and 
not to find his way back again. 
He had come around from Niag- 
ara, where the Government then 
was. He went down the lakeshore 
to Ganaraska (now Port Hope), 
where he met Wabakischoe, a chief 
who ruled the Indians from the 
Humber to the Bay of Quinte. 

Fortunately for Wilson, the chief 
was accompanied by William Peak, 
who afterwards settled at Duffin’s 
Creek. Wilson explained to Peas 
why he was going East instead of 
West, The chief, learning from 
Peak what bad happened, told 
Wilson to go back with him. 

Arriving at the shanty, they 
waited about until an Indian was 
discovered prowling around in the 
hope that he mghé pick up some- 
thing. 

The chief started him off to find 
the Indians who had looted Wil- 
son’s goods. He had instructions 
to notify them and hunt up all the 
Indians who had taken anything 
from Wilson and for them to ap- 
pear at Wilson’s shack in three cr 
four days with all the stolen goods 
and with all their own stack of 
furs. The unwelcome news was 
passed along like the carrying of 
the “Fiery Cross” in Scotland. 

The Indians appeared as in- 
structed, and placed back in Wii- 
son's shanty what was left of the 
goods snd provisions. 

Then the furs of each Indian 
were opened out and Wilson was 
told to go through the packs and 
take, from each of them, enough 
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to make up the whole of his loss. 
Wilson took all he dared to take, 
but the chief said it was not enough 
and that Peak must “pull” more 
furs. from the packs, until there 
were enough handed over. 

Peak “pulled” furs from each and 
furs from the packs, until there 
added them to Wilson's stock. The 
chief was not satisfied. He com- 
menced “pulling” more furs and 
added them to Wilson’s lot until 
he was more than paid in value 
and a good surplus for’ the incon- 
venience he would have in getting 
re-stooked with provisions and 
tools. 

‘The ohief then hung up a wam- 
pum belt in the shanty and told 
the Indians to remember the day's 
proceedings, Wilson was never 
troubled after that. In fact, he 
received much help from the In- 
dians in his work. 

The Record of Marriages in the 
possession of J. P, Lovekin, J.P., 
of Clarke, at the time of his death 
has the following relating to the 
marriage of Benjamin Wilson’s 
daughter, “Third October, 1811— 
Married William Pickell, of Arling- 
ton, to Nancy Wilson, of Whitby, 
being first duly published in pres- 
ence of William Smith and Water- 
man A. Spencer,” 

“Twenty-first, April, 1807—Mar- 
ried Jonn Carr, of Darlington, to 
Betsy Woodruff, of Pickering, with 
the written consent of her father. 
Present, Morris Carr and wife and 
Mr. Woodruff’s son.” 

About this time a widow, who 
was living at White River Junc- 
tion, Connecticut, was. at Niagara 
with her sons, Ackeus Moody, and 
William Farewell, and settled near 
where the Servos’ family, who ob- 
tained lands in this county, resid- 
ed. 
She there married Sgt. James 
Cranford, of the Queen’s Rangers, 
then quartered at Niagara, and 
moved into the fort. 

She and her sons went to Little 
York (Toronto) when Governor 
Simcoe transferred the capital of 
Upper Canada there in 1796. 

Toronto then had no existence. 
It is recorded that there were two 
French traders at the Humber, ope 
of whom was named St. John. 
They hed some fruit trees there, 
which indicates a somewhat leng- 
thy residence. 

The first cherry trees in Ontario 
County were brought to Harmony 
in 1807 by the Farewell brothers 
from St. John’s in Humber and 
from them many other orchards 
were supplied. 

nm 1804, the two Farewell boys 
paddled down the lake to the large 
bay east of Oshawa harbour. The 
waters of this bay were deep 
enough then for large vessels, as 
was the river entering into it, the 
western branch of which was large 
enough to drive sawmills, flouring 
mills, brewery, distillery and furni- 
ture factory on the several hund- 
Ted of acres along the stream which 
the ‘Farewell’s purchased. Thus 
was established Farewell’s Corners, 
afterwards called Harmony. 

The Farewells’ son opened up 
trade with the Indians, and in 1806, 
left their man, John Sharp, in 
charge of their camp at Wash- 
burne Island, Lake Scugog, while 
they went down the lake and river 
to let the Indians know that they 
were on the island for trade. 

On their return they found the 
camp looted and their man killed. 
Hastily burying him, they started 
for Cedar Creek, at the head of 
the lake, and followed the trail 
down to Lake Ontario, east of 
Oshawa Harbour, 

Enqutring of Eleazar ckwood 
on the way, he told them that he 
had seen the Indians passing the 
night pefore. He said he had crept 
down to the camp and heard onee 
named Ogetonecut describe how he 
had killed Sharp because his bro- 
ther, Whistling Duck, had been 
killed by a white man a year be- 
fore and no white man had been 
killed on his account. 

They followed the Indians to 
Toronto, finding them encamped 
on the Island. Going to the Fort 
they got the interpreter, Ruggles, 
and some soldiers, who arrested 
the Indian. 

On his trial it was urged that 
Washburne Island was not in the 
Home but in the Newcastle District 
and that the court had no jurisdic- 
tion. 

The line was run py Major Wil- 
mot and it was found that the mur- 
der had been done in the Newcastle 
District. 

Accordingly, the trial was arrang- 
ed to take place at Presquile, and 
while Judge Cochrane, Solicitor 
Gen. Robert Isaac Gray, Sheriff 
Angus McDonnell, Mr. John Fish,

Toronto Aug. tg) 31 - --(BUP)-- A 
United Churéh minister criticizing a 
wave of strike violence says it is 
time for Christians who once con- 
demned the excesses of capitalism 
now to warn of the extremes of 
unionism.

“Nothing will more surely paralyze 
our democracy than for government 
to allow any class or organization to 
flout and defy the law. The right to 
strike is a precious one, but so is 


") the right not to strike. Unions must 


pe resisted when! th they reach the 
point of coercion.” 

Smyth also condemned a recent 
threat by William Jenovese, Presi- 
dent of the A-F-of-L Bricklayers 
Union, to picket churches being built 
by non-union labor. 

He said, “Christians have always 
known something about picketing. 
St. Paul faced it in Asia Minor. The 
Reverend Jotn Wesley was not stop- 
ped by roadblocks in the English 
countryside.” 


Algae Increase Noted As Lake 
Levels Fall Below Normal, 


Heat, Calmness 


Officials of the Trent Canal sys- 
ter in this area claim that present 
lakes and rivers affected by the sys- 
tem are about normal for the time 
of year.

Lakes farther north are 
said to be at near normal summer 
levels.

algae became increasingly prevalent, 
in the last week. It only takes a few 
hours of becalmed water and reduc- 
ed lake leyels to affect the growth of 
these plants, a spokesman for the 
committee explained. To show how 
fast the growth comes along under 
hot, calm and reduced level days, 
the committee noted that even five 
hours of these combined conditions 
is sufficient to spurt it ahead. 
Heavier type lake craft are re- 
ported to be experiencing channel 
difficulties at Sturgeon Lake when 
they try to get in and out of their 
boathouses, They blame reduce:t 
Jake levels for their trouble and are 
advocating that the level be raised 
as quickly as possible.

Coal Dock And 
Yard Office Roof 
Burn At Dawn 


Spontaneous combustion is be- 
lieved to have been the cause of 
the fire early Monday am. at the 
CNR. round house on Albert St. 
8. Chief Alex Wylie, of the Lindsay 
Fire Department, says that he and 
the Chief Superintendent of the 
CNR. from Toronto came to the 
conclusion that the fire was caused 
through spontaneous combustion 
igniting coal dust at the top of 
the coal chute, after Sunday's ter- 
rific heat wave. Chief Wylie says 
that he estimates damage at $25,000, 
though he says that railway offi- 
cials consider it higher, between 
$25,000 and $35,000. 


The call to the Fire Departmert 
Came in at the station at 5.10 a.m. 
and at 5.11 am. the first of the 
three trucks used was speeding to 
the scene. By 5.23 a.m. the whole 
staff of the department was battl- 
ing the blaze. Chief Wylie say: 
that the services of his full staff 
of six reguJar firemen and 14 yol- 
unteers were utilized. 


The Chief says that it was about 
an hour after their arrival before 
the fire was brought under control. 


The firemen worked for over 
three hours, until about 830 a.m. 
to make sure that the fire was com- 
pletely out. 


Mr. N. C. Walton, assistant sup- 
erintendent at Lindsay, told “The 
Post” this morning that the coal 
dock, a high structure for loading 
coal onto the engine tenders, holds 
about 200 tons of coal when full. 
Fortunately, however, he says, the 
operator had just “coaled” all the 
engines so there was not as much 
in it as fisual at the time of the 
fire. . 

Mr. G. G. Vince, relieving loco- 
motive foreman here, said that the 
stores were gutted, and that the 
office, n the west end of the same 
building, received extensive water 
damage. The floors were flooded 
end workmen were carrying records 
from the offices at 830. Most 
records were believed to have been 
salvaged, though sodden. 

The fire was first noticed this 
morning by one of the men work- 
ing in the railway yards nearby. 
The coal in the dock was already 
blazing by that time. The fir> 
department was called and were 
very promptly on the scene. Their 


efficiency hag been praised by Mr. 
Walton. 

The fire burned the top off the 
coal dock, and rendered useless 
what was left standing after the 
firemen had succeeded in quelling 
it. An official says that *¢ will, 
most lizely, have to be entirely re- 
built. Standing bengath the coal 
dock were two cars, filled with coal. 

Immediately beside the coal doce 
is a building which houses the of- 
fice, the engineers’ “bull pen” and 
at the other end, the stores where 
everything from “wastage to light 
bulbs” were stored. 

A giant hole was burned in the 
east end roof of this building over 
the stores section, which was gut- ~ 
ted. The office end was very bad- 
ly damaged by smoke and water, 
there heing several inches of water 
on the floor. 

At 830 am. railway employees 
were busily engaged carrying records 
from the office. One man said that 
records of all the employees of the 
railway yards were kept there, not 
only the present-day records but 
for years back, Though somewhat 
messy-looking, the majority of the 
records seemed usable. 

Mr. Vince told “Ihe Post” that 
since the coal dock itself was ruined, 
a “clam” loader would be rushed to 
Lindsay to load coal onto the trains. 
This “clam” loader is a piece of 
machinery so constructed as ww 
be able to load coal directly from 
the cars to the engines. 

Chief Alex Wylie says that he and 
the Superintendent from . Toronto, 
believe that the fire could be attri- 
buted to yesterday's evtreme heat 
causing spontaneous combustion in 
the top of the coal chute. 

In 1929, it is reported, there was 
a similar fire at the Lindsay round 
house. 

‘The extra gasoline auxiliary pumps 
were turned on’ at the Lindsay water 
pumping station to ensure that 
water pressure at the fire would be 
maintained. When “The Post” visit- 
ed the pump house this morning at 
845 am. the auxiliary pumps were 
still in operation and pressure was 
being maintained at a steady 90 
pounds. It was estimated by a work- 
man that about 70 pounds pressure 
would prevail at the fire scene Pres- 
sure began fo slip, he explained, but 
this was attributed partly to the 
usual heavy Monday demand.

The thought 
then is that while the general idea 
of retiring at a certain age in 
certain industries is good, it is 
hardly fair to a large number who 
are not old physically, mentally

illogical and inconsistent in its at- 
titude toward the older worker. On 
the one hand, we have not objected 
to electing or appointing older 
persons to positions of greatest 
responsibility, whereas on the other 
hand, we maintain unselective 
compulsory rules for the rank and 
file of workers; they must retire at 
a certain age irrespective of their 
condition mentally, physically and 
emotionelly. 

From an economic point of view 
it would be sound policy to permit 
older persons to work as long as 
they desire to work and are pro- 
ductive. Since a country’s nation- 
al wealth, purchasing power and 
standard of living ‘depend on pro- 
ductivity, our economic situation is 
strongest when we have the larg- 
est number of active producer> 
consumers. The unemployed con- 
tribute nothing to the economy and 
place a burden on active workers 
who must support them either by 
direct contribution or taxes. 

Generally speaking, the majority 
of men and women would sooner 
work than be idle. This was shown 
when, iuring the giving of the 
dole in Great Britain, most workers 
would sooner work a whole week 
for 30 shillings than remain idle 
and receive 25 shillings on the 
dole. This meant working a whole 
week for five shillings. 

The suggestion is that methods 
must be devised of determining 
which persons are capable of work~ 
ing at 65 to 70 years of age. “A 
man is not fit one day and unfit 
the next because a page of the 
calendar has turned.” A _ social 
rule that drops from work the fit 
with the unfit, which destroys the 
good with the bad, or which pun- 
ishes the innocent with the wicked, 
is not a good rule. 

Selective ability, not age, should 
guide employers. 

A person of any age is better 
physically, mentally and emotion- 
ally as long as he produces some- 
thing useful and mixes with fellow 
workers, sharing their sorrows and 
griefs. He knows and feels that 
he ts an asset, not a lability, to 
his community,

Explained In Lands & 


The weekly report of the Dept. 
of Lands and Forests here gives 
migratory bird hunting regulations 
for this year, as they affect the 
Lindsay district, 

OPEN SEASONS 

Sept 19 to Noy, 17 for ducks, 

geese, rails, coots and Gallinules: 
and Sept. 19 to Oct. 18 for Wood- 
cock and Wilson's snipe, in the 
Counties of Haliburton, Victoria, 
and those portions of the Counties 
of Durham and Peterborough north 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
mainline passing through -Myritle, 
Pontypool, Peterborough and Have- 
lock. 
Oct. 3 to Dec. 1 for ducks, geese, 
rails, coots and gallinues; Oct. 3 to 
Noy. 1 for Woodcock and Wilson’s 
snipe, in the County of Northum- 
berland, and those portions of Pe- 
terborough and Durham Counties 
south of the above mentioned O.P-R. 
mainline. 

LIMIT OF TAKE 
Ducks:- Eight per day exclusive 
of Mergansers, Not more than one 
of the eight may be a Wood duck. 
Geese; Five per day. Rails, coots, 
gallinules: Twenty-five per day ag- 
gregate. Wilson's snipe or Wood- 
cock: Elght of each may be taken in 
any one day. 

REGULATIONS 
All hunting and shooting of mi- 
gratory game birds is subject to the 
provisions of the Federal Migratory 
Binds Conyention Act, a summary 
of which fs as follows: 

SHOOTING RESTRICTIONS 
PROHIBITED: A shotgun of any 
kind with a magazine that can carry 
more than two shells; any gun larg- 
er than Number 10 gauge; any 
weapon other than a gun or a bow 
and arrow; a swivel gun; a machine 
gun; a battery; a rifle; an aircraft; 
& power-boat; a sail-boat; a night 
light; the use of live birds as de-

coys; the use or aid of baiting with 
grain or other food; shooting from 
a motor vehicle or a wheeled yehicle 
to which a @raught animal is at- 
tached. 

A power-boat, aircraft or motor 
vehicle must not be used to disturb 
birds with the objet of driving them 
towards a hunter. 

No person shall have with him for 
his own use more than one shotgun. 
at any one time while hunting mi- 
gratory game birds. 

The Shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier than one-half hour © 
before sunrise or later than one-ha: 
hour after sunset is prohibited. 

BLINDS AND DECOYS 

The following practices are pro- 
hibited: Placing blinds or decoys 
more than 200 yards from the shore 
of a body of water, or from a natural 
Tush bed thick enough to conceal 
a boat, or from a waterline bounding 
private property. 

Using at one time mora than one 
flock of decoys. Using a flock of 
more than 50 decoys (100 in the case 
of two persons hunting together). _ 

Placing a flock of decoys within 


100 yards of another flock of de= 
coys. 


PENALTY 

Every person who violates any 
provision of this Act or any Resula- 
tion shall, for each offence, be Mable 
upon summary conviction to a fine 
of not more than $300 and not less 
than $10 or to imprisonment for 
a term not exceeding six months, or 

to both fine and imprisonment

The approxi- 
mate total of students is 1632, witn 
252 starting school today for the 
first time. 

At King Albert School, Principal 
Roy Neville says that 33 youngsters 
began in Grade 1 this morning, with 
a total enrollment in the school of

HOW ABOUT A TOWN THERMOMETER? 

“The Post” has been approached with a suggestion 
that the Town of Lindsay install a thermometer for the 
convenience of residents who become concerned about 
the temperature during weather extremes What do 
others think of the idea? 

Proponents of the suggestion hold that a town ther- 
mometer is just as essential to residents as is a town 
clock. They feel that a large municipal theremometer 
of precision construction (if such features can be com- 
bined) would be invaluable in settling disputes over the 
and low marks the mercury reaches during the 
course of the various seasons. Itis also held that such a 
thermometer might have a tendency to reduce the 
pymber of unnecessary questions concerning the temp- 

rature which are asked when it is either too cold or too 
hot to indulge in conversation. 

Of course, there would be the matter of selecting a 
site for such a thermometer. Would it be better in the 
heart of the downtown area — should it be outside the 
Town Hall or should it be at the foot of Kent Street, so 
placed as to make it visible to all who chance to be a- 
Jong the main street? This is probably a point which 
would be harder to seftle than whether or not such a 
thermometer should he installed. 

The cost of a municipal thermometer should not be 
prohibitive and might be installed as an object to per- 
petnate the memory of some widely known citizen. 


EFFECTIVE; PSYCHOLOGICALLY AND OTHERWISE 

The City of Peterborough’s 30-mile speed zone has 
been extended at the northern entrance to the city by 
an additional mile or so and it is being enforced very 
effectively, or so it would appear. 

Motorists entering the city from the north have 
their attention drawn to the fact that they are entering 
a speed trap area. A heavy yellow line across the 
highway marks the beginning of the measured trap 
zone and a similar line at the other end marks its finish. 
We have never learned for certain whether or not the 
speed trap is really in operation and if it is, at what per- 
jods of the day, but it is obviously an effective deterrent 
to most would-be speeders. There are few on the road 
who will risk driving at a higher than prescribed speed 
through a designated speed trap zone, thus such an 
arrangement to curb speeding drivers is extremely ef- 


high 


fective psychologically. If there are those who think 
that the warnings are pure bluff and run the gamut at 
an excessive speed Only to receive a summons to court, 
they will probably have greater respect for such signs in 
future and contribute to their effectiveness. 

Lindsay might find such a weapon useful in putting 
a damper on fast-driving motorists who sail down Kent 
and other main travelled streets at excessive speeds. It 
would undoubtedly prove a valuable aid, especially if a 
few convictions were registered along the stretches so 
designated. 


LAW AND ORDER MUST BE PRESERVED 

Disturbing news comes out of Ontario's northland 
with the report of a gunfight between officers of the 
law, a union official and a unionist. According to the 
report police moved into action on a tip-off that union- 
ists were going to attempt to fire the Broulan Reef gold 
mine’s $150,000 shaft. Asa result to the maneuver two 
unionists (a local president and a member) were sur- 
prised on the property and the local president is alleged 
to have shot at a policeman. the bullet from his gun pjere- 
ing his clothing. 

A report of this nature is something which might 
be expected from Berlin, where Communist infiltration 
units.are at work and violence is commonplace. That 
it should occur in an Ontario industrial dispute is rea- 
son for serious concern on the part of the public and 
unions alike. Such incidents must be put down speed- 
ily and effectively in the interests of preserving law 
and order: They should also inspire a closer scrutiny of 
executive material before appointment by unions be- 
cause too many “incidents” could bring about damaging 
reverses to organized labor. 

Violence of the nature reported above is extremely 
distasteful to law-abiding citizens and they desire to 
see it discouraged.

The official name of a hockey body in Canada is still 
the @anada Amateur Hockey Association, despite the 
fact that a recent conyention of CAHA and National 
Hockey League representatives shows it to be a little 
more than a third arm of professional hockey. ‘ 

“Arrangements” between the CAHA and the NHL 
regarding players and finances seem to remove any 
vestige of “amateurism” that remains, and it is well 
that this be written clearly Into the records so that par- 
ents of young hockey players fully understand that 
there is less of “game for the game's sake” than “game 
for the money's sake” than was the case a couple of 
decades ago. 

It would seem to be in the best public interest to 
drop “Amateur” from the Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Association and let it be simply known as the Canadian 
Hockey Association, It would put an end to a lot of 
the talk of “shamateurism” now associated with the 
sport in Canada. 


CANCER AND CIGARETTES 

A survey conducted in some 50 hospitals in the 
United States indicates, according to the Journal of 
American Medical association, that “excessive and 


prolonged use of tobacco, especially cigarettes, seems” 


to be an important factor in the induction of bronch- 
jogenic carcinoma (cancer of the Jungs).” 

The investigators found that among 605 men 
with cancer of the lung, 96.5 per cent. were “moderate- 
ly heavy to chain smokers for many years.” And 
that it was a “rare phenomenon” to find cancer of the 
lung in a man who was a non-smoker. The doctors 
defined a “moderately heavy” smoker one who smoked 
10 to 15 cigarettes a day for more than 20 years; a “heavy 
smoker’ one who smoked 16 to 20 cigarettes daily for 
more than 20 vears; an “excessive” smoker, one who 


smoked 21 to 34 cigarettes daily for more than 20 years, 5 


and a “chain smoker”, one who smoked 35 or more cig- 
arettes daily for more than 20 years. z R 

The records studied by the research workers show 
that there has been a considerable increase in lung 
cancer in the last 50 years, and that the majority of 
such victims are “cigarette, rather than pipe or cigar 
smokers”. It was pointed out that cigarette smoke is 
more injurious because it is more frequently inhaled. 
The research workers built a special “smoking ma- 
chine”, by which the content of a cigarette could be 
analzyed. They found that about eight grams of tar 
remained in the machine after a carton of cigarettes 
was smoked. / 

These new medical findings are the most recent 
in a growing series of reports warning against the harm- 


‘ful effects of @xcessive smoking. Health authorities 


are therefore, considerably alarmed by the increased in- 
cidence of cigarette smoking, especially among women. 
Research projects have been planned and some have al- 
ready been started to develop methods for removing 
injurious particles from tobacco so as to make excessive 
cigarette smoking less harmful. 


MEN’S VACATION GARB 

Referring to the article “Of Old Clothes” in Topics 
of The Times of Aug. 5, on the wisdom of a man wear- 
ing old clothes for a vacation, there is another side to 
the question. A vacation may be an opportunity to ex- 
perience the advantages of the many new styles and 
fabrics in clothing, some of which are more suited 
to vacation needs than old clothes. 

Some of the new fabrics are water repelent or 
quick drying. There are the new plastic raincoats, hats 
and overshoes—very cheap, light and flexible, folding 
into a small space. Some of the new nylon shirts are 
light, need little washing and drying, almost no ironing. 
If the vacation is to include travel or sports, a new out- 
fit may solve the baggage problem. Ventilated head- 
gear and footwear for men are available in a variety 
of styles. 

When the return to business life comes, it may be 
made more comfortable and artistic if some of the sporty 
fashions are carried over onto it. Business men are so

But every 
child is blind. 

The slim, soft-spoken doctor of 
Philosophy is attending a unique 
meeting of educators at Saranac 
Lake in New York. Twenty educa- 
tors, including the United States 
government specialist in education 
of the pnysically handicapped, state 
education superintendents, and a 
few teachers are attending the 
week-long meeting. It is spon- 
sored by Syracuse University and 
the American Foundation for the 
Blind. ee 

Dr. Kornitzer, a widow who has 
been teaching both normal and 
kandicapped children for 29 years 
represents Virginia, Maryland, and 
the district of Columbia at the 


meeting, 

It’s her ambition to see more 
Braille teachers in the public 
schools. 


She says: “We believe it’s much 
better for blind children to be with 
sighted classmates, instead of in 
residence schools for the blind.” 

She adds, “When they grow u9 
they won't be living only with 
blind peopje, And besides, when 
they attend regular schools, they 
get the benefit of experiences the 
sighted children have. 

Dr. Kornitzer estimates only a 
bout 30 cities now have Braille 
teachers connected with their pub- 
ile schools. 

School Lunches 

When you pack lunches for the 
children to take to schoo} this year, 
why not pack a little extra health 
in them? 

Sandwiches will, of course, be 
the main part of the menu. But a 
sandwich and milk alone are not 
enough to supply all that a grow- 
ing body needs.

Combine the canned 
spread, pepper, cabbage and onion 
and spread on buttered bread.

Bird Watchers 
From All Over 
Meet at Aylmer 


Aylmer -- Bird watchers from all 
parts of Canada and the U.S. are 
visiting Rondeau Provincial ParS 
near here to see two birds found 
nowhere else in Ontario. They are 
the Protonotary Warbler and the 
Acadian Flycatcher. But it may 
not be long before many other 
Strange birds, hitherto unseen here, 
may be found in this Province, ac- 
cording to the Ontario Department 
of Lands and Forests. 

Many years ago, the wild tur- 
key was to be found in the harq- 
wood forests of the Lake Erie re- 
gion. Then it disappeared from 
Ontario, though it is still to be 
found in some of the Southern 
States. The Department is seeking 
to reestablish it here, and, in re- 
cent years, limited flocks have been 
released as they became aynilable. 

Seen in increasing numbers ih 
this area are characteristic Carol- 
inian birds such as the Cardinal, 
Red-Headed Woodpecker, Carolina 
Wren and Blue-Grey Gnatcatcher. 
The Cardinal once was a tropical 
bird but has extended its range as 
far north as Georgian Bay. 

The Carolinian life zone, where 
plant end animal life resembles 
that in neighboring parts of the 
US., is a narrow belt running from 
the Niagara Peninsula to the Sar- 
nia district. 

At Rondeau, as at Algonquin 
Park to the north, a park natural- 
ist programme is carried out to 
enable the public to” become ac- 
quainted with the rich and varied 
plant and animal life of the region.

Water Bugs

Death came within three inches of 
an Omemee farmhand, when a car 
driven by Julius Bodroghy, Toronte, 
hit the ditch to avoid him as he lag 
across the highway.

Occasional Flash 
Of Humour In

to the Research Laboratory at 
Maple, near Toronto, for examina- 
tion. The scientists reported: “The 
moose had a large number of 
growths on its head, cancer-like 
proliferations of cutaneous or sub- 
cutaneous tissue, each known as 2 
fibroma.”

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Partridges May 
Be On Downward 
Cycle in Ontario 


Toronto -- Possibility that part- 
ridge, or ruffed grouse, are on the 
downward cycle is seen by research 
officials of the Ontario Department 
of Lands and Forests. Partridge 
increase to tremendous numbers 
over a ten-year period, they say, 
then, at the end of the cycle; slow- 
ly die out until almost exterminat- 
ed, only to rebuild their numbers 
again and again. 

Scientific studies have shown 
that hunting has practically no 
effect; if they aren't shot, they die 
off through the mysterlous diseaso 
which decimates the flocks. 

To decermine what it is that kills 
them ,the Division of Fish and 
Wildlife is carrying on extensive 
research programmes.- A number 
of the birds have been placed on 
Beckwith Island on Georgian Bay, 
believed to be disease and parasite- 
free. Their feeding and other habits 
are being studied there. 

Strangely enough, there seem to 
be “small islands” in some parts of 
Ontario where the cycle appears 
to get out of step with other locali- 
ties. Birds may be plentiful in 
these islands while scarce a few 
miles away. Whether climate, food 
or habitat is the cause, scientists 
are trying to learn. 

In one district, Tweed, a survey 
has shown that of 50 broods count- 
ed, the average per brood is 5.3 
chicks as compared with 7.1 last 
year. The downward cycle may 
have begun.--Lands and Forests 
Bulletin.

The Eyeballs Have It 


The head bobber, the fluffer, the 
finger tracer and the page riffler 
are on the way out. | 
‘They're victims of a five-year-old 
machine. 

The device is the teleprompter, 
a gadget which rolls out a speech- 
maker's text in oversized letters 
on a screen hidden from the view 
of the audience” 

Until last year, the teleprompter 
was employed on only a limited 
basis, laboring in near obscurity on 
a scattering of television shows. 
Then the- American presidential 
conventions came along .. . and 
with them, the spread of the tele- 
prompter. Since then, the ma~ 
chine has beeome almost as; much 
a part of speechmakers’ equipment 
as jokes. 

According to the chairman of the 
Board of Teleprompter, Irving 
Kahn, the machines--there are 
about 200 of them floating around 
the United States -- are making 
great public speakers out of goow 
ones .. . and good ones out of in- 
adequate ones. z 

Says Kahn: “It's surprising, but 
barely one in every 10 men who 
run large corporations are effective 
public speakers. They fluff limes 
_.. they bob their heads up and 
down .. . they trace points in thel> 
speech with their fingers . . . they 
riffle through the pages and get 
lost.” 

Kahn believes that such disturb- 
ance, are a part of the past. He 
likes to single out one executiv2 
of a giant corporation who was such 
a bad speaker he couldn't even 
sleep the night before a scheduled: 
speech. He was not only an apple 
bobber and fluffer, he was also a 
nose tweaker. 

Then, says Kahn, the fellow 
started using teleprompter. Now, 
he not only sleeps, he snores--the 
latter, of course, without any 
coaching from teleprompter. Says 
Kahn: “He tells us the machine 
iz worth a million dollars to him.” 

Million dollars or not . . . the 
machine rents pretty cheaply. For 
a 15-minute speech, a speaker can 
rent teleprompter service for about 
$18.75. 

In recent months, Kahn reporss, 
senators, corporation executives 
and of course, President Eisen- 
hower have taken advantage of the 
Service. 

Mr. ‘isenhower, incidentally, 
surfers from near-sightedness. The 
usual size of the lettering in the 
teleprompter is about one-half inch 
. . - but the President has a little 
trouble seeing it. As a result, a 
larger type size was developed - . - 
and named, appropriately enouga, 
“Eisenhower type.” 

Occasionally, Kahn reports, cus- 
tomers can’t even see the largest 
teleprompter type. He says Ac- 


tress Gloria Swanson’s eyes are so 
bad, a special hand-lettered four 


inch type had to be used in pre= 
paring @ television script for her. 

And Milton Berle has troubls 
distinguishing his line from the 
lines of others .. . so all of his 
are typed in red or blue instead of 
black. | 

Just about anything can be put 
on a teleprompter. Art work hag 
been inscribed on a roll for the 
benefit of audiences during a lec- 
ture . . - phonetic speeches have 
been set up for those who had to 
make talks in a foreign language 
.,. and one high government offi- 
cial even’ had the teleprompter 
remind him to make certain ges- 
tures during a speech. It said 
things ‘ke: “Shake finger emphati- 
cally .. . throw both hands in air.” 
The speech went over fine. : 

Music can also be scrawled on 8 
teleprompter . . . and one Southern: 
United States governor decided to 
take advantage of this during a 
speech in his home territory. He 
wanted to sing during his speech. 

“What song do you want, Goyer- 
nor?” asked the teleprompter peo- 
pie. 

“why, Dixie, of course,” snorted 
the governor. “Is there any other?” 

Kahn feels the uses of telepromp- 
ter are endless. Hotel magnate 
Conrad Hilton used one when he 
delivered a commencement address 
at a college in Michigan in June 

. . large corporations are using 
them in training programs. Ths 
military is using teleprompters for 
training recruits with officers d= 
livering canned lectures on every- 
thing from the articles of war to 
prevention of trenchfoot. Ministers 
are even using teleprompters for 
their sermons. 

Kaha says teleprompters have 
now .passed their 50-thousandth 
hour of use . . . and he says there 
hhas besn only one failure in all 
that time. 

It happened when a railroad exe- 
cutive was giving a speech in the 
east. He had three teleprompters 
near him _.. but midway through 
his speech, the one he was Teading 


from conked out. It seems the 


operator had failed to plug it in 
correctly. The audience waited ..« 
the executive waited .. . and the 
teleprompter just continued to 
stand still Fimally, the baffled 
executive turned to another ma- 
chine.

Surgery Is Safe For Older People 

Many of us as We grow older may 
have the feeling that surgery is 
for the young or the middle-aged: 
that with the decline of general 
health and vitality common to the 
elderly, surgery ts dangerous and 
should be used only in an emergen- 
cy. 

It is true that most people as 
they grow older gradually become 
weaker even if there {s no real or 
organic disease present. However, 
in the “American Practitioner,” Dr, 
Benjamin F. Byrd states that 
“beneficial results in geriatric sur- 
gery (surgery for the elderly) cases 
prove that no patient is too old, by 
years alone, to have an operation. 
In selected older individuals sur- 
gery can add years to life and can 
Increase comfort in the years that 
are added.” 

While physicians and surgeons 
have been studying the effects of 
disease and how to prevent diseas- 
ed or dangerous conditions of the 
body, our physiologists have been 
studying the normal human body 
and its working processes. Because 
of this study old patients are care- 
fully examined, unless it is an 
emergency, and then are built up 
physically till they become safe for 
surgery. Also with more recent 
advance; in surgical technique, 
anesthesia, and care after opera- 
tion, operations are now safer than 
ever before. 

With the number of persons over 
65 increased fourfold since 1900, 
demand alone has forced the phy- 
sician te provide active surgical 
treatment for older persons. In a 
two-year period, 1926-27, only 41, 
or 2.3 per cent of 1,728 operations 
at Vanderbilt University Hospital 
were performed on persons over 59 
years of age, whereas 244, or 7.42 
per cent of 3,424 operations in the 
year beginning July 1, 1950, were 
for such elderly persons. That is 
more than three times as many of 
these elderly people are undergoing 
operation than in previous years. 
This increase in the percentage of 
elderly people undergoing surgery 
is not due to the new techniques in 
surgery. “Benefits extend to all 
types of surgical operations and 
more old people have been classified 
as satisfactory surgical risks.” 

These same satisfactory surgical 
results in elderly women undergoing 
gynecological operations are obtain- 
ed. Prior to 1935 only three gyneco- 
logical cperations, with one death, 
were performed in older women, 
whereas from 1950 to 1952, 33 sucn 
operations were performed without 
a single death. Also, orthopedic 
cases (operations on legs and arms) 
and operations on stomach and in- 
testines, were performed without 
any deaths, 

In view of the above information, 
older people need not worry about 
necessary operations because they 
happen to be over 60.

A Neurosis is Feeling You Haye 
An Aliment That Is Not Really 
Present 
Many of us are apt to blame ner- 
vous or neurotic tendencies in our- 
selves or others upon the upset state 
of the world and the occurrence of 
two world wars within a generation. 
It is only too true that there are 
more cases of neurosis (thinking you 
have an ailment when no ailment 
is present) now than at any previous 
time In history. This means that w> 
have more psychologists and psy- 

chiatrists than ever before. 

In “Postgraduate Medicine,” Dr. 
John R. Peters, Associate Professor 
of Psychiatry, College of Medical 
Evangelists School of Medicine, Los 
Angeles, California, states that a 
student once said that “A psychol- 
ogist is an individual who tells you 
something you already know in 
terms you don’t understand. 


“All physicians see psychoneuro- 
tic patients and for the most part. 
the family physician should be able 
to handle them. The psychoneuroses 
are a benign (not malignant) group 
of personality disorders, or distur- 
bances representing a physiological 
reaction to personal situation prob- 
lems, These reactions are not under 
our voluntary control, The symp- 
toms represent ways of meeting spe- 
cific stresses in life.” 

It is in the treating of a neurosis 
(symptoms present but no disease) 
that the physician finds by physical 
examination -- pulse, blood pres- 
sure, temperature, Thus a multipli- 
city of body symptoms not substan- 
tiated by physical findings is @ 
neurosis. “A person who has had 
four or five major operations is sus- 
pect.” A person who is tired all the 
time, particularly if he doesn't 
really haye thin blood or fever or 
some constitutional disease or who 
hasn't overtired himself by work or 
exercise is most certainly a néuro- 
tic. 

Dr. Peters gives a list of neurotic 
traits, that is symptoms of which 
the patient complains but for which 
no physical cause can be found. 
“Headache, excessive perspiration, 
heart conscious, tremors, backache, 
twitchings, head noises, tenseness, 
apprehension, shortness of breath, 
loss of appetite, muscle ache, sleep- 
lessness, anxiety, palpitation, numb- 
ness, fatigue.” 

In order to treat neurosis, the 
vhysician can get a good idea of the 
likelihood of a developing neurosis 
by getting a history of the patient's 
life. This history must begin before 
birth and include findings of his 
parents and grandparents. Then a 
search must be made for events 
which affected his nervous system. 
Did he have a shock, or scare, or 
other occurrence in childhood or 
during adolescence which affected 
him so that he has been looking 
inward instead of outward as he 
grew into manhood? Did he play 
Group games? Were his parents 
overprotective? 

When the family physician has 
made a thorough examination and 
finds no cause for symptoms, and 
then gets the story of his life, ne 
is able to give the necessary assur- 
ance that will, in most cases, pre- 
vent real or organic mental ilIness. 
developing. 

Anemia Thin Blood --Causes 
Tiredness and Irritabllity 

One of the routine tests made by 
physicians is measuring the amount 
of iron (and other minerals such 
as calcium and phosphorus) in the 
blood. Patients consult their physt- 
cians because they seem to be tired 
all the time, despite the fact that 
they get plenty of rest and have a 
good appetite, An examination of 
their blood shows that the blood 1s 
low in fron and other minerals. 

In “Life and Health,” Dr, J, De- 
Witt Fox in an article entitled 
“Are You Anemic?” tells us that 
most common cause of anemia (thin 
blood) jis poor nutrition Anemia 
often occurs in people who neglect 
eating green vegetables, fruits, milk, 
eggs and cheese and who prefer) 
to eat palate-tempting fat and) 
Starch foods such as French fried 
potatoes, pastries and agravies. 

M™M addition to the continuous 
tiredness mentioned above, anemic 
persons have shortness of breath, 
palpitation of the heart, numb fin- 
gers and toes, various aches and 
pains, listlessness with no desire to 
do any mental or physical work. 

While foods rich in proteins 
(meat, eggs, fish) together with 
green vegetables and fruits give 
excellent results, physicians today 
are aiming for quicker results by use 
of iron and liver preparations by 
injections into the muscles or given 
by mouth. All vitamin B preparat- 
fons are being given; the latest and 
most effective of these is vitamin 
B12, heretofore given only by inject- 
fons into the muscles, but now given 
by mouth with excellent results 
because of a substance in the pre- 
paration which prevents the sto-

Dirty Air Increases Death Rate In 
Pneumonia and Cancer 

Some years ago traffic policeniea 
doing duty in the busiest spot 
Philadelphia were found to be suf- 
fering wtih fatigue earlier than 
policemen stationed at less busy 
cormers of the city. Accordingiy, 
these officers were transferred to 
less busy spots and became less tired 
than when they were at the busy 
corner. Fatigue was caused by the 
bad air in the busy areas. 

Many of us think that outdoor air 
is all alike and so is rich in oxygen. 
Oxygen is what keeps the blood purs 
and high in hemoglobin. However, 
the exhausts of motor cars, the ex- 
hausted air from the lungs of people 
crowded together, makes the air ies 
pure and it is qglled “dirty air”. 

In the American Journal of the 
Medical Sciences, Dr. Clarence A. 
Mills of the University of Cincinnati, 
states that there's greater risk of 
pneumonia and cancer of the lungs 
and throat among Chicagoans living 
in certain parts of the city, crowded 
parts such as the “Loop,” where air 
is dirty, than in cleaner areas. 

Death rates for pneumonia are 
always higher in dirty areas than 
in clean areas, especially among 
persons 30 to 39. In cancer of the 
throat, bronchia] tubes and lungs 
(the respiratory system), the deatn 
rates are very high among men of 
older ages, and this high death rate 
comes on a full decade earlier in 
Chicago’s most polluted sections. 

Also, in sections -where many 
people are crowded together, and 
in buildings in which the normal 
sweep of air is absent, the alr is 
bound to become dirty, containing 
dust, smoke and exhaust from motor 
cars and trucks. 

It ts unfortunate that with what 
we call the stylish, long-slung motor 
cars today, the exhaust pipe is so 
near the ground. As all heated air is 
carried upward, it is this affected 
air that is breathed in by pedestri- 
ans or workers stationed in the busy 
spots. 

Up till a few years ago, British 
cars had their exhaust pipes from 
engines coming out at the top or 
roof of the motor yehicle so that 
this dirty exhaust air would be 
thrown out above the heads of pe- 
destrians, and would continue up- 
ward instead of being breathed into 
the Jungs. 

Fortunately, our city planners are 
aware of the value of “open” spaces 
throughout a city and, in addition’ to 
civic parks, they try to allow enougn 
space for the “lungs” of the city 
by making apartment house builders 
provide enough yard room for the 
number of tenants occupying the 
apartment, _ 

We can thus understand why all 
the outdoors does not have clean 
air and therefore in our homes we 
should always try to have clean air 
to breathe Air kept in motion py 
air conditioning or by simple ad- 
Justment of windows is next best to 
“clean” outside air,

A man of many trees . . . such 
a description might be applied tu 
Joe Lamantia, proprietor of Lind- 
say’s Central Fruit Store because 
he has experimented with grow- 
ing a great many varieties of 
fruit trees. “Joe” has tried his 
hand at growing lemon, orange 
apricot, peach, pear and fig 
trees but only the fig tree has 
been a top flight success. Why? 
. . - Because it is the only one of 
the lot that has borne fruit. 
Shown above are two views oi 
Mr. Lamantia’s three-year-old 
fig tree which this summer has 
upwards of 70 good quality figs 
on its branches. On the left is

shown ‘the tree itself which now 
stands about 6% feet high and 
was grown from a slip off anothe: 
fig tree. The picture on the 
right shows Mr. Lamantia, left. 
and Elwood Smith, right, the lat- 
ter being given great credit by 
the former for the rapid growth 
of the tree. “It’s that fine fertil- 
zer Mr. Smith sells that’s mak- 
ing my tree grow so good,” Mr. 
Lamantia declared this week. The 
fig tree grows very rapidly and 
a@ surprising amount of growtn 
is noticeable in the two new 
shoots produced by it this ‘year 
However, rearing a fig tree is not 
without its problems, There is 


the matter of caring for it over 
winter and this is really getting 
to be a problem. It is kept inside 
during the winter and Joe says 
if it gets too big to go in one 
door, it will go in another and 
higher section of the building. 
But if growing a fig-yielding fig 
tree has its complications, it prob- 
ably has its benefits as witness 
an article in a recent editicn of 
“Good Housekeeping.” This ar- 
ticle cites the healthful properties 
of the fig. It is reported to be 
rich in iron usable by the hu- 
man body and its alkaline proper— 
ties are said to be beneficial to 
digestion. Its many other reput- 


ed healthful properties probabiy 
serve to console its owner when 
the amount of care the tree re- 
quires taxes his patience. Mr. 
Lgmantia who is called “Joe” by 
practically everyone who knows 
him or goes to his store to stop, 
is a natiye of Sicily and has been 


in Lindsay for over quarter of a 


century. He first was employed 
by his brother, Tony Lamantia, 
opening his present business in 
1928. Since then he has acquired 
an extensive warehouse in what 
is known as the “Elsmure Lane” 


“whieh runs ~back—from- “Kent 


Street between Superior Fuels 
and Woolworth’s. 


The general feeling at Tuesday 
afternoon's meeting of the Lindsay 
Board of Water Commissioners was 
that the construction of Lindsay's 
new $150,000 elevated water tank 
will have to be postponed until the 
Spring.

However, this 
B of H approval must be received, 
in certificate form, before the Town 
of Lindsay can apply to the Munt- 
cipal Board, 

Commissioner Collins stated that 
though the Board “has the approval 
of the Town Council, perhaps we 
had better go no farther with the’ 
"tenders unti) we have the approval 
of the Municipal Board.” He sug- 
gested that the Board “get tenders 
for the foundation in the spring, No

$1,000 Purse: 
To Feature 
Race Here 


The big race this year at the 
Lindsay Central Exhibition will be 
the “Premier Stake” for the $1,000 
added money in the Dufferin Park 
Purse. The race will be a one mile 
one, in two heats. The racs is 
open to 3-year-old pacers and 
aged horses who have not won 
$3,000 at time of the closing of 
entries. 

Dr. F. A. Codlin, secretary of the 
race committee, says that the 
horses entered must be all Cana- 
dian bred and foaled in Canada 
They must not have raced, he adds, 
more than 10 times out of Canada 
up to the time of closing. All en- 
trance money will be added to the 
$1,000 purse. 

The horses entered in the race 
are “Mac Volo,” owner Stanley 
Blewett, of Indian River; “Rich- 
ard Grattan”, owner O, Cunning- 
ham, Clandeboye; “Peter Van D,” 
owner Wm. Sharpe, Oshawa; “Beth 
Hanover,” owner Leslie Sharpe, 
Smith's Falls; “Country Lad,” own- 
er Garnet Kirkpatrick, Kingston; 
and “Hal Grattan Patch,” owners 
Messrs. Hie and Gordon, Cobourg, 
The horses are all owned by Ont- 
ario men, as can be seen by the 
ebove, 

The stake of $1,000 has been 
donated by Mr, Fred. Orpen, owner 
of Dufferin Race Track, Toronto, 
and this is the second year it has 
been raced. 

Dr. Codlin says that on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday there will be 
six other races, two each day, for 
Purses valued ot over $2,000.

The value of articles stolen from 
the Lindsay Golf and Country Club 
hag risen sharply since Tuesday 
and will, it is rellably reported, gu 
even higher. 

In Tuesday's edition of “The 
Post” it was stated that the pre- 
liminary police investigation had 
shown a financial loss to the club, | 
its members and the pro, Ted Hill, 
of $400. Today, the figure has 
risen to $1350. Since some of the 
member, have not been to the club 
to check their lockers which were 
broken into, the toll will go, in all 
probability, much higher. 

Mr. Hill said today that he lost 
about $250 worth of golfing equip- 
ment, but that he was, fortunateiy, 
insured. He said, though, that some 
of the members’ equipment wasn’t 
insured, 

It has been reported to “The 
Post” that a crowbar was used to 
“jimmy” the locks off about twenty 
of the members’ lockers. Of those 
who went to the club last evening 
to make a Iist of their stolen be- 
longings, an estimate of $700 has 
been set. This latter figure will 
rise as the remaining members re- 
port what was stolen from <beir 
lockers. 

This $700, along with Mr. Hill's 
$250 and the $400 worth of china- 
ware, silver, golf clubs, trophies, 
cigarettes, chocolate bars and chew- 
ing gum, makes a total of $1350. 

‘The thieves entered the back of 
the clu house, the west’ side, some 
time late Monday night or eariy 
Tuesday morning, by removing a 
window from its frame. They also 
broke into the adjoining building 
‘housing the refreshment booth and 
pro shop, by wrecking the door with 
en instrument like a crowbar. 

‘Some empty beer bottles were 
scattered around, but if is thought 
that they came from cases of em- 
pties, and were not a sign that the 
thief or thieves had had themseives 
a party while collecting their con- 
siderable loot. 

It has been reported that the 
trespassers drove a car or truck 
over the fairways from Angeline 
Street S., but police say it is diffi- 
cult to tell if this was the case.

Mayor Chas_ Lamb of Lindsay has 
been appointed a supervisor of har- 
ness racing for the Ontario Racing 
Commission. An announcement to 
this effect has been made by Magis- 
trate Tupper Bigelow, chairman of 
the commission. 

The official commission announ- 
cement reads: “Mr. Chas. Lamb, of 
Lindsay has been appointed a sup- 
ervisor of harness racing for the 
commission effective immediately. 
Before the fall and winter harness 
racing commences in November at 
Dufferin Park, Mr. Lamb will fa- 
miliarize himself with commission 
procedure and will officiate as the 
commission's representative throu- 
ghout the Dufferin Park Meeting.” 

Asked {if the appointment wece 
“life” or “permanent” as has ben 
rumoured at Lindsay, the commis- 
sion spokesman observed that mem- 
bers of the commission are govern— 
ment appointees and as such could 
probably be turned out of office 
with a change of government. The 
spokesman said the same would 
probably apply to appointments by 
the Commission. 

Asked about the appointment ths 
morning, Mayor Lamb said he had 
learned of it and naturally was very 
pleased. He said he felt qualified for 
the work by reason of the fact thas 
he has for many years been direct- 
ly and indirectly associated with 
harness racing, 

“J haye raced and owned race 
forses for many years,” declared 
Mayor Lamb, adding, “I started ra- 
cing at district fairs and have even 
now two colts coming along.” 

Mayor Lamb also learned a Int 
about horses through his 20-year 
association with the livery business 
jn Lindsay. “I kept as many as 30 

horses in those days,” he recalled. 
Livery horses were hired out much 
the same as one would rent a car 
today. The horse and carriage 
were supplied by the livery on s7 
hourly or per day basis.

Premier Leslie Frost has promised 
a crackdown on all liquor law viola— 
tions in the province and asked citi- 
zens to inform on law-breaking 
bartenders, 

The Premier issued his statement 
in answer to charges that gambling 
and vice are prevalent and liquor 
law violations the rule in skid row 
beverage rooms in Toronto. 

He promised full support to local 
police forces, who are charged with 
enforcing the law, and said, the Li- 
quor Licence Board would aid to 
the utmost in cleaning up Toronto 
and other parts of the province. 

In the Premier's words, “beer par- 
lors are not above the law,” and 
he said violations will lead to 
suspension and cancellation of li- 
censes and other action. He asked 
private individuals to report 
infractions when they noticed them, 
, The Liquor License Board has 
already ordered representatives of 
three hotels to show cause tomorrow

Exhibiting at Trade 


Fairs Abroad 


Not a New Experience For Canada 


If you have been abroad in the 
last few years, perhaps you have 
bumped into a Canadian Exhibition 
at one of the great European Trade 
Fairs, Being an average Canadian, 
your reactions would probably be 
mixed on seeing the exhibit. You 
would probably be proud to see the 
exhibits of Canadians in Europe, 
and yet you might feel that this 
new-fangled exhibiting wasn’t quito 
proper. 

Trade Fair exhibiting isn’t as new- 
fangled as one might expect, how- 
ever -- even for Canada. One 
hundred years ago, even before the 
Confederation, this country wet her 
fect as an exhibitor at Internationa] 
Fairs. Canada’s debut in the Trade 
Fair world was made at the greay 
exhibition of 1851, held in tho 
Crystal Palace, London, England. 
Our exhibits were raw furs, birch 
bark canoes, sleighs and lumber and 
ever since then, Canada has been 
using Trade Fair media to win pres- 
tige and trade throughout the world. 

In the early days of international 
exhibits, Canada wasn’t a piker 
either, In 1878, for example, the 
Canadian Government spent a half 
of one per cent of the country’s to- 
tal annual income on an exhibit for 
the Paris Exposition alone. It was 
in 1901 that the government set up 
the Canadian Exhibition Commis- 
sion, a branch of the Department 
of Trade and Commerce, to handle 
government exhibits and the depart- 
ment has been going strong ever 
since. From 1901 until the Second 
World War, Canada participated in 
eyery important international ex- 
position that took place in locations 


all the way from Buffalo to Liege 


and Brussels to San Francisco, 

The Canadian exhibits have been 
good ones, too. 

In Paris, 1937, for example, a 
Canadian pavilion covering four- 
teen thousand square feet; was er- 
ected at the foot of the Eiffel Tower. 
The design of the building typified 
Canada as a wheat supplier and 
inside were displays of Onnadian 
lumber, minerals, salmon and other 
products. 

At thé New York's World's Fair, 
the Canadian pavillion covered 
twenty-five thousand square fect of 
floor space and cost the Canadtan 
Government seven hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars for the two 
years, 

In 1939, at the Empire Exhibition 
in Glasgow, the Canadian Govern- 
ment built a pavilion covering 
twenty-four thousand square feet 


with a tower one hundred and five

feet high. The size and design of 


the Canadian building was so un- 
usual that the illustrated London 
News devoted two and a half pages 
to its description. Inside the Can- 
adian pavilion, the main attraction 
was a thousand square foot push- 
button map of Canada painted cn 
2 burnished copper background. 

The present international exhibits 
arranged by the Exhibition Commis- 
sion are on a scale with those of the 
past. A recent Canadian Exhibit at 
the Milan Pair, for example, includ- 
ed a model hydro tower. 

Also, the Trade Fairs of today like 
those of the past, are tied in with 
displays of goods by Canadian 
manufacturers. As well as prestige 
for Canada, the aim of the E: 
bition Commission is increased saies 
of Canadian goods. —BUP

“When I opened the door, smoke 
poured out, It seemed to be coming 
most heavily from the boiler room,” 
he sald, “I ran across the street to 
the ice plant and telephoned the 
Fire Department from there.”

As to why a campaizn 
should be held this year, when for- 
mer years’ campaigns had proven 
Lindsay’s desire for the concerts. 
he sald that the Association has no 
assurance that the people are going 
to support it this year until tne 
campaign is concluded. He also 
mentioned that a campaign assured 
that no one individual or committee 
would incur any financial obligation 

The question, he said, “Why is 
the campaign just one week?” arises 
often. Some suggest that 10 days or 
two weeks would be more adequate.

a shorter time a larger audienco 
than in an extended period.” 

As to why the artists were uot 
Selected before the drive, the speaker 
said that the associations “were not 
in business to sell a music series, 
but concentrated on the aspect of 
selling good music.” He said that 
“the message of music and not the 
messenger” is the important thing. 

The possibility of selling tickets 
for individual concerts, he said, — 
would violate the trust of those wno 
had already bought a season's tickst. 
T any case, this would not have 
been possible in Lindsay last season. 
since there had been a complete sell- 
out of available seats. 

Perhaps the question that comes 
up most often, he said, is “Why don't 
we have more familiar music on the.

EDITORIALS 


EVERY EFFORT SHOULD BE MADE 
TO FILL THE MAIN BUILDING ~ 

With Lindsay Central Exhibition’s opening only a 
week away, it may seem a little late to. be talking about 
increasing the number of exhibits in the main building 
but there has been evidence in recent years of a declin- 
ing interest in exhibiting there. This is not as it should 
be and it is/important that every effort be made to fill 
the main building with exhibitors. Perhaps the atten- 
tion of directors has been turned in this direction this 
year, and, if so, it is to be hoped ‘that they met with 
success. If there is still some space available, a determ- 
ined last-minute effort might dispose of it. 

The main building of this exhibition, like any other, 
is a point of great interest to fairgoers. They expect 
that this building will permit them to see under one roof 
what they would normally only be able to see by visiting 
many places of business. ‘They anticipate change and 
newness, not static sameness, and satisfying these Qe 
pectations should be the object of the committee a 
charge of the main building. True, radical ehange in 
arrangement may not be easy to achieve, but sufficient 
re-arrangement from year to year should be possible 
without great inconvenience and with pleasing. results. 

Those charged with encouraging exhibitors to this 
building should regard closely the economic aspect of 
the building, having in mind that a full and prosperous 
main building display may be more beneficial to the ex: 
hibition in the long run than immediate discouraging 
rentals. This is a challenging situation and, since it has 
been intimated that a new main building and grandstand 
is in the offing, it is vital that the challenge be taken 
up. 

WHO CAN BEST RUN OUR HOSPITALS? 

The above question is asked and answered in the 
current issue of “Hospital Highlights” by the president 
of the Ontario Hospital Association. Significantly, in 

= his discourse on the subject, the president drives home 
points relative to hospital management and indigent 
patient care which have been brought out at vamous 
times by “The Post”. The observations of the Associa- 
tion president may be of assistance and serve to further 
enlighten district residents during the- present -Ross 
Memorial Hospital reorganization program, with subse- 
quent benefits to the hospital in improyed public rela- 
tions and financial structure. : 

Here are the president’s comments: 

“Hospital trustees and administrators are being 
challenged as never before to answer this question. Pro- 
viding accommodation, facilities and treatment services 
greatly superior to anything available heretofore and at 
relatively low rates compared with other services and 
commodities, in itself is evidently not sufficient. Pres- 
ent hospital charges are well in line with those of form- 
er years, particularly since the average stay is much 
shorter and most of the expensive services are provided 
in the first two or three days. Your Association’s 
Public Relations Department has done a.great deal to 
enlighten our citizens but much still remains for all of us 

.-in-any way connected with hospitals tosee that the pub- 
lic generally is provided -with facts and figures and, if 
“possible, of their own hospital. Sete tte 

“Why when the continuous mumuring and, at times, 
loud clamourings for government hospitalization? Too 
many people have the mistaken idea that anything they 

~ get from the government is free, when actually we can 
provide most of these things more economically for our- 
selves. Governments can only expend the people’s 
money; and centralized control, either Provincial or 
Federal, could hardly increase efficiency. Government 
regulation and inspection, by all means, but govern- 
ment operation and administration is something entire- 
ly different. Under the present system our hospitals 
have the tremendous advantage of a small army of in- 
‘dustrialists, bankers, merchants, lawyers :and financ- 
iers, who gave their services voluntarily. Having been 
successful in their own enterprises and without political 
pressure or interference, they provide the best possible 
aid for hospital management. Present inadequate stat--- 
utory rates for indigents are doing more, perhaps, than 
anything else to create an undercurrent of dissatisfaction 
with our hospitals. When a government enacts legisla- 
tion making certain grants and municipal charges applic- 
able to indigents, the public can hardly be blamed if they 
expect these to cover the hospital’s actual costs Be- 
cause so-called “hospital deficits are incurred then, 
particularly since no extras are paid for at all, criticism 
is certain to be levelled at hospital management. Be- 
cause of this, the lives of many hospital trustees are 
made unbearable, and unless this situation is corrected, 
it may be very difficult to continue getting successful 


and self respecting business men to act on hospital 
Boards, : ‘ 


“The Directors. of your Association have wrestled 
with this problem for some time, and at the last meet- 
ing of the Board, a committee was appointed to prepare 
a brief for presentation to the Prime Minister and his 
Cabinet when the Legislature convenes in the fall. It 
is important that Trustees and Administrators 
throughout the Province prepare their elected rep- 
resentatives at -Queen’s Park so that the Hon. 
Dr. Phillips and his Department will obtain the necessary 
support when this is presented. In the past there was 
some opposition, at times, from local municipalities to 
legislation increasing their payments for indigents but 
of late I believe this thinking has changed, and frequent- 
ly reversed completely. Most municipalities, at least 
the larger ones, have hospitals in their communities 
and, therefore, by Special grants or otherwise, make up 
a large portion of their defjcit; this would not be nec- 
essary if hospitals’ were paid for services rendered. 
Quite a number of municipalities, therefore, have actu- 
ally approved and endorsed a resolution “That the Pro- 
vincial Government be requested to increase the statut- 


ory rate for indigent patients to an amount more closely 
related to actual cost.”

OTHERS SAY 


WHY A TRAIN WHISTLE? 

For a great part of the century and more that rail- 
roads have been with us, whistles were considered as in- 
separable a part of them as the drive wheels. The lat- 
ter are on their way out with the entry of diesels, and 
if the Oshawa City Council has its way the whistles will 
follow them. 

It may seem exquisitely fitting that the initiative 
should thus come from the motor city, even ifits main 
industry does make diesels on the side. But the fact is 
that for three or four decades at least, train whistles 
have been gradually losing caste, especially in urban 
areas. Crossing bells and signals largely obviate them 
in Toronto and other large cities, and our water- 
front switching engines (of blessed esteem among the 
motoring public) have discarded them in favor of 
gongs—not, we may assume, in deference to people’s 
sensibilities or even regulations but primarily because 
they no longer served as a warning: 

In truth, whistles have always had their limitations. 
Sometimes they shooed stray hinterland animals off the 
ties: just as often the noise rooted them in their tracks. 
So long as people sat on wagon seats or buggy cushions 
they had a good chance of hearing the shrill warning of 
the five-ten. But with the arrival of the first closed car 
or truck cab the whistle began to be expendable. Too 
often it doesn’t penetrate to the occupants of modern 
vehicles, at least until it is too late to help. For that 
reason it is often an actual hazard rather than precau- 
tion, since both engineer and motorist still depend in- 
stinctively on what is already a legend. 

So about four-fifths of the raucous counterpoint 
that assaults the countryside could probably be muted 
to the general good. Any regrets at its passing would 
be purely reminiscent. The harmonious bellow of the 
big steam horses has its primitive appeal and has so far 
defied imitation on the diesels. But its days are num- 
bered in any event, and the best we have had in its place, 
whether flatulent bleat or hysterical banshee, is com- 
pletely directionless and unplaceable and therefore 
worthless as a warning. Whatever else we must do to 
make crossings safe, the whistle is rapidly becoming as 
obsolete as the buggy whip. We wish the Oshawa_ex- 
periment well. 


RHYME AND REASON 

From the point of view of cost alone, notices in 
parks and beauty-spots have to be terse and to the point. 
‘But this terseness, by cutting out the small words of 
courtesy such as “please,” turns them sometimes into 
brusque orders which produce a certain reader resist- 
ance. If that resistance is strong enough, the object of 
the notice is defeated. 

A small town offers an idea which might be of in- 
terest to parks’ authorities and to those concerned with 
the National Beautification Campaign. This town had 
a piece of land which it decided to make into a park. The 
land was small, oblong in shape, uneven and with a river 
wiggling its way through the middle of it. However, 
bushes placed strategically to cut off the view of nearby 
buildings gave it an apparent remoteness and landscap- 


ing with rockeries and terraces, a couple of rustic bridges - 


--and some seats, made it a delightful place to while away 
an idle half-hour. 

The main problem was to get people to keep the 
place neat and tidy. For this purpose, the town Council 
hired a local scribe, a ‘‘mute, inglorious Milton” perhaps, 
to turn the notices into verse. The little boards which in 
other parks would have carred the command “Keep 
off the Grass” in this one read as follows: 

“Let no one say, 

And say it to your shame, 
That all was beauty here— 
Before you came.” 

Other notices had similar verses and it was surpris- 
ing how much appeal they bore to the public mind. 
People far from ignoring them, deliberately sought for 
them as they strolled through the park and pointed them 

- out to visitors as something quaint and in keeping with 
the atmosphere of the place. It certainly seems an idea 
worthy of more general application — an ingenious 
method of employing rhyme to emphasize the force of 
reason—Picton Times. 


“THE GIANTS IS DEAD” 

An American broadcaster, Allan Jackson of CBS, re- 
cently ventured into the quaking muskeg of grammar 
and English stvle. He explained how usage in some 
places prefers-a collective noun to be followed by the 
plural form of a verb, while in others. it favors the sing- 
ular. For example: “The government are,” or “the goy- 
ment is.” 

His text was a laconic four-word sentence uttered 
by Mr. Charley Dressen, manager of the Brooklyn Dodg- 
ers, with reference to the ancient enemy over in the Polo 
Grounds. Oncea threat to the champions of the Nation- 
al League, the New Yorkers have fallen upon evil days 
since mid-season of this 1958 pennant race. This 
prompted Mr. Dressen to observe, not in any spirit of 
gloating but as a simple statement of incontrovertible 
fact, “The Giants is dead.”

The reason . . . the French Fash 
fon industry is government-sus- 
sidized . and the money-short 
government wants to trim its swol- 
len budget by cutting out several 
million dollars in subsidies to the 
fashion field. 

“ According to government econ- 
omists, French taxpayers cough up 
50 dollars in subsidies for each of 
the five-thousand different dress 
model, created per year. But, des- 
pite the cushion, only five of the 
60 French fashion houses can clu!m 
a profit at the end of the year. 

And when the budget-cutters 
propose lopping off the government 
subsidies, the highly vocal fashion 
industry makes itself heard. 

They have marshalled a number 
of arguments to press their point. 
Among them there oren’t 
enough wealthy women in the 
world to support the French fashion 
houses without government help . . . 
and the government has made it 
illegal tor the fashion houses to lay 
off seamstresses and other workers 
through the in-between “dead” 
season. Yet, French fashion lures 
many foreigners to Paris, and so 
the fashion industry brings foreign 
currency into the country. 

French government budget ex- 
perts are caught between their un- 
balanced books and the fashion in- 
dustry’s pronouncements. 

What the outcome will be they 
don’t even venture to predict just 
now ..- but they do wish they could 
use trimming shears on their sub- 
sidies as freely as Dior uses his ou 
skirt lengths.

New York designers and manu- 
facturers say skirt lengths have | 
been doing a gradual rise . . . and | 
this fall are one inch shorter than | 
last season . .. or averaging 14| 
{nches from the floor, This is a 
far cry from the two to four inch 
shortening advocated by Christian | 
Dior in his Paris collection unveiled 
a few weeks ago. 

Dior showed skirts 16 to 18 
inches . or hitting about the 
top of the leg calf. But even the 
man who in 1947 led women into 
8 fashion revolution called the “New 
Look”--eyen he concedes that the 
hemline should be suited to the 
individual. Only last week, Dior 
was saying--“The length should 
vary according to the height and 
allure of the woman.” 

As far as Paris is concerned, the 
skirt length varies from designer 
to designer. Balmain and Schiap- 
arelli show dress lengths 11 to 12 
inches from the floor. 

Designers Fath and Desses aver- 
age about the same as most Ameri- 
can manufacturers--14 inches. 

Actually the gradual shortening 
of skirts is just one phase of the 
changing fashion picture. This 
year you'll see and wear more bulk 
than in many a year... bulky 
coats over sung, beltless dresses . 
or bulky coats over bulky dresses-- 
for sost of double-pyramid effect. 

The beltless dress gets a big pusn 
from both American and foreign 
designers . . , as do the sheath line 
for evening, the fitted suit, the 
shorter topcoat for winter wear, 
the touch of fur-- or fake fur-- the 
fur lining, and the softer, wider 
top on all kinds of clothes. 

Designers on both sides of the 
ocean agree on black for daytime 

. . but you'll also see a riot of 
color. Many shades of brown seem 
to take the spotlight ,of grey. 
You'll 3ee pastel woollens for even- 
ing ... many dramatic tri-colorea 
evening gowns . . . and many unex- 
pected color combinations such as 
red and pink, lilac and green and 
acid green with garnet. 

As for silhouette, most of the 
concentration seems to be on the 
bodice .. . with bloused or gathered 
tops giving women a, top-heavy 
look. Skirts are generally of three 
full, or back- 
swept, the fashion term for slim- 
ness at the front, fullness at the 
back. 

The snoulder line 1s widened a bit 
this fall. . . but no designer has 
returned to the exaggerated shoul- 
der of the war years. The shoulder 
has no padding .. . but the widen- 
ing !s done with more fabric around 
the armholes, and curved or droop- 
ed shoulder seams. Incidentally 
the strapless evening dress seems 
to be a thing of the past. ‘The 
New York Dress Institute, repre- 
senting most of that city’s top de 
signers, says that even the bares of 
evening dresses have some sort of 
shoulder strap.’ 

Separates get more versatile each 
year, Firsteit was the two-way 
combination. New, weskits, scarf 
necklines, two-skirt costumes and 
other variations make four-way 
variations quite ordinary. New fab- 
rics seem to withstand anything 
but fire. New York designers talk 
about wool suits that are moth- 
proofed, washable wools that won't 
shrink or stretch, and luxury vel- 
vets which are water-repellant. 

Wools look like silks, and vice 
versa. There are checkerboard 
Weaves of wood], wool and velvet 
brocades, and some combinations 
of synthetic fibres which defy rec- 
ognition. And this fall, the wool 
and the winter cotton have moved 
ahead as designers’ favorites.

History Of Early Port Perry 


Sunderland (PNS) -Port Perry was 
detached from Reach and incorpo:- 
ated as a village on June 9th, 1871, 
and organized as a separate muni- 
cipality in January, 1872. In 1873 
the population was 1300, in 
1907, 1600. Port Perry was at n= 
time the site of an Indian village, 
and in 1828 an Indian School was 
established there. 

On the incorporation of the vil- 
lage, Joseph Bigelow was elected 
Reeve, and Messrs. John Phillip=, 
William Tait, Caleb Crandell and 
Allan Sexton as Councillors, Dun- 
can McKercher was .the first cleric 
and Henry Gordon, the first treas- 
urer. He was succeeded by John 
Brown, Lieut.-Col. N. F. Paterson 
was clerk and solicitor for many 
years during his residence there. He 
was succeeded by Mr. W. H. Harris 
M. A. 

This village was known by the 
mame of Port Perry from about 
the year 1850 and was named after 
Peter Perry, of Whitby, who laid out 
the first town plot of the village. 

The first settler and owner of Lot 
19 in the 6th Concession of Reach, 
the site of Port Perry, was Elias 
Williams. He subsequently sold these 
lands to Peter Perry. The first gen- 
eral store was opened by Chester 
Draper about the year 1846. In this 
year, Messrs. Thos. Geo, Paxt>2 
and Daniel S. Way built the first 
steam saw mill in the village. The 
second was built by Samuel Hill. of 
Whitby Township, in 1847, -In 1852, 
Stephen Doty built the third mill. 
These mills, did a very large busi- 
ness and employed, in getting out 
logs and in the manufacture of 
lumber, a large number of men. 

The first post office was opened 
in 1852, with Joseph Bigelow, Esquire 
as postmaster, 

The steamer “Woodman” 
built by Hugh Chisholm for Rowe 
and Cotton, of Whitby in 1850, and 
made the first trip to Lindsay in the 
Spring of 1851, Mr. Chisholm being 
the captain. 

Up to 1856, communication with 
Scugog Island was made by a ferry 
boat. In this year, the Scugog float- 
ing bridge was built, partly by 
subscription. The county of Ontario, 
subsequently assumed the bridge as 
a county work and expended them 
about $25,000 in making a solid road- 
way. 

The first newspaper published in 
Port Perry was the Standard, the 
first issue of which was on August 
16th, 1866. Mr. Edward Mundy, pro- 
prietor of the “Reformer”, Oshawa, 
was the proprietor.

The construction: of the Port 
Whitby and Port Perry Railway 
was commenced on the 14th of Sep- 
tember, 1869, the first sod haying 
been turned by ‘His Royal Highness 
| Prince Arthur. The first president 
of the company was Joseph Bigelow 
The directors were Sheriff N. G. 
Reynolds, W. S. Sexton, Edward Ma- 
jor, Thomas Paxton, Chester Draper 
and . Hamer Greenwood. The village 
was connected with the Township .of 
Cartwright by the Cartwright Road- 
way, the building of which was 
largely due to the energy, tact and 
perseverance of Joseph Bigelow, Esq. 

In 1883 and 1864, the village was 
nearly destroyed by fire. Through 
the energy of its people it has been 
so substantially, and well, re-built, 
that there are few villages in the 
province, of its size, having more 
beautiful or commodious places of 
business, 

The first common schoo] was es- 
tablished in 1847 between Borelia 
and Port Perry. The large and weil- 
equipped High, Model and Common 
School, was built in 1872, D. McBride 
was principal of the High School. 

The village had a flourishing 
manufactory of mill machinery, con- 
ducted \by M. Williams, flour and 
saw mills of James Carnegie, and 
harness manufactory of Samuel Jef- 
frey. 

It has a beautiful site and many 
fine residences. It was early provided 
with water works and electric light- 
ing plants, the property of the 
municipality, 

The lake was well-stocked with 
fish, but owing to the lowering of 
the water at Lindsay Dam during 
the winter of 1904, the fish were 
nearly all killed. The lake was later 
re-stocked. 

Port Perry with five hotels, its 
lake situation and fine scenery, 
developed into a pleasant summer 
resort,

Fast work on me part of tne 
Lindsay Fire Department saved the 
slaughterhouse on the J_ 5S. O'Hal- 
loran farm, Angeline Street S., from 
being destroyed Friday. 

Answering a call to the O'Halloran 
farm at 12.30 p.m_, the firemen found 
a grass fire crackling towards the 
slaughterhouse at a mile-a-mimute 
pace.

Investigations and preliminary | 
surveys of lakes and streams in the | 
Lindsay Forestry District are beitg 
| conducted throughout the sunimer | 
months. A good deal of the field 
| work is being done by Mr. S C 
Simons, Wildlife Management Of- 
ficer, with the assistance of local 
| Conservation Officers. “Most 9f 
the surveys,” states the Lindsay 
office, “are of a preliminary natur3, 


depending on further studies and | 
the accumulation of data in future | 


years for a final analysis of the 
problems. Some of the surveys 
have been requested by interested 
parties; the needa for others arises 
in applications for fish to be plant- 
ed in doubtful waters; or in reports 
of an oyer-abundance of sub-legal 
fish or unsuccessful attempts to 
Introduce fish to certain areas. 
Apart from this investigation of 
possible problems, the Department 
hopes to make at least a prelimin- 
ary survey of every lake and stream 
in the District. This will enable 
us to talk intelligently about each 
Water area and to formulate a fish 
management plan.”

Say Maple Tree 
Disease Caused 
By Rainy: Periods 


_Toronto--Frequent rainy periods 
earlier in the summer are said to 
be in part responsible for q diseas= 
which has attacked sugar maples 
in some parts of the province, es- 
pecially in the Lake Erie district. 
Reports to the Ontario Department 
of Lands and Forests by District 
Foresters indicate that dead spots 
appear on the leaves and eventually 
leaves are killed and drop off. In 
Severe cases the tree may be stripp- 
ed and remain bare until a second 
crop of leaves {s produced later in 
the summer. Small twigs and 
branches aiso are killed. 

Cause is a group of fungi known 
as Gloeosporium. While it is always 
present, frequent rainy periods lead 
to its rapid spread. 
method for shade or ornamental 
trees, is cutting off and destroyins 
all dead twigs and branches since 
they carry the fungus spores, Prun- 
ing shears also can carry the disease 
to healthy trees and should be 
Sterilized. Spraying with 4-4-50 Bor- 
deaux mixture at ten day to two 
week interval, until three applica- 
tions have been given is recom- 
mended. There is little likelihood 
of permanent injury to the tree 
from the disease.

tions of spinal cord will not proper- 
| ly provide the nerve and muscle 
meeds of certain parts of the body. 
The outstanding symptoms of mul- 
tiple sclerosis are (1) spastic ga‘> 
or walk (legs stiff then move fast) 
(2) moving of eyeballs from side 
to side, (3) scanning speech (fre- 
quent pauses), (4) weakness and 
numbness of the legs. 

In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr 
H. Jonsz state; that a hopeless 
prognosis (likely outcome of ill- 
mess) should never be made. Dis- 
turbances of vision are often the 
first signs, usually partial blind- 
ness, double vision, movement of 
eyeballs from side to side or in 
various directions, Weakness ana 
exhaus‘ion are present. Spasticity 
(Megs held together then move 
rapidly) is the worst disabling 
factor--one or all four limbs may 
be affected. There are feelings of 
numbness gr entire los of feeling 
in the limbs, pain in 20 per cent 
of cases. 

At the onset, the symptonis 
come and go and gradually become 
permanent. “There is no cure 
nor specific treatment, but reas- 
surance of the patient is of prime 
importance. They should not be 
allowed to become bedridden but 
may be in wheel chairs and tncy 
should occupy themselyes with 
hobbies and interests.” 

Physiotherapy -- heat, electricity 
and massage -- is essential to pre- 
vent wasting of the muscles” and 
loss of coordination or action of a 
group of muscles to perform a cer- 
tain act such as walking or swim- 
ming, 

To keep muscles relaxed, some 
| physicians prescribe prostigmin 
(neostigmin) or myanesin. Hista- 
mine prevents relapse in many 
cases, 

Dr, Jonez has treated 1,500 cases 
by above method and patients have 
been free of symptoms for as long 
as five years. 


How We Can Help The 

Mental Health Situation 
“Startling figures have been com- 
pleted recently by the National As- 
sociation for Mental Health. These 
figures show that there are in the 
United States (and Canada also} 
on any given day as many patients 
in mental hospitals as there are in 
all other hospitals combined.

From the 
standpoint of total amount of dis- 
ability and suffering produced, 
mental illness is a major medical 
problem facing the medical pro- 
fession today.” 

I am quoting from*the leading 
editorial of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 

Aside from mental illness itself, 
sociologically and financially, too, 
mental illness is a serious prob- 
lem. Personality problems play a 
eignificant role in delinquency 
crime, drug addiction and suicide — 
In addition, hundreds of thousands 
of children (7 to 17 years old) are 
brought to juvenile courts. Further, 
about 50,000 persons are addicted 
to drugs, 3,800,000 are problem 
drinkers, about one million of whom 
suffer from severe chronic alcohoi- 
ism. 

While the above picture of mental 

health is most depressing, it is be- 
cause it is so bad that the battle 
sgainst mental illmess* has devel- 
oped fighting forces everywhere in 
the formation of local, state, 
nationa] and international organi- 
zations. 
"Up to the present, organized ef- 
fort on behalf of the mentally ul 
has been care in mental institu- 
tions. Today emphasis has shifted 
to “active” treatment, to the pre- 
vention of mental illness and to 
the cultivation jot Positive mental 
health. 

“As the international level, the 
World Federation for Mental 
Health, with 37 member nations, is 
working to promote the highest 
possible level of mental health in 
all countries.”

Future Marketing Of 
Canadian Field Seeds 

Prospects for future marketing 
of Canadian field seeds in the 
United States have been somewhat 
uncertain because of the heavy 
stocks of hay, pasture and range 
grass sceds held in that country 
by the zommodity credit corporation 
under the prices support program. 

The United [States Department 
of Agriculture recently announced 
a long-range program for the dis- 
posal of some of their stocks which 
will give the Canadian seed trade 
a basis on which to plan for the 
export, of 1953 crop seeds, 

The Department says operating 
details of the program will-be wors- 
ed out to move excessive holdings 
of secd stocks with the least pos- 
sible disturbance of normal seed 
supply operations. 

Present prices for all commodity 
credit corporation stocks, with the 
exception of Ladino Clover, will be 
maintained until June 30, 1954-- 
Ladino Clover seed will be adjusted 
downward to 65 cents a pound, 
effective November 1, 1953. 

The plan then includes offering 
for domestic sale in the United 
States of up to 50 per cent of all 
saleable stocks of the seeds that 
are on hand on May Ist, 1954, with 
the exception of Ladino Clover, 
Tall Fescue, and Birdsfoot Treefoil 
Seed. 

These latter seeds will only be 
offered to the extent of 50 per cent 
of the average domestic. consump- | 
tion for the crop years of 1951, 52 | 
and 53.

Hard luck sometimes opens th> 
door to opportunity and this is 
| the story of a man who experienced 
disaster but who refused to let dis- 
couraging circumstances get him 
down. 

Orphaned in World War I Ri- 
chard E_ Edmonds of Nottingham, 
England, came to Canada and work- 
ed as a farmhand in the West. With 
the outbreak of World War II, ne 
joined the Canadian Armed For>es 
and went overseas where he served 
until the war’s end. Returning to 
Canada, he was honorably discharg- 
ed, older and wiser in the ways of 
the world, but unscathed in battle. 

It was while he was in Toronto 
that disaster overtook him—He was 
the victim of a hit and run accident 
in which one of his legs was horribly 
shattered. Confined to Christis 
Street Hospital, he faced the pros- 
pect of long months in bed and in- 
numerable operations to try end out 
his injured leg back in condition. Tt 
is still not entirely recovered, but 
the time in hospital was not :aly 
spent. He learned the art of leather- 
craft working and has pursued it 
ever since. 

At the present time he, his wile 
and pretty little daughter (Beverley, 
| age 6) live on a farm on the 12th 
(Concession of Mariposa Township. 
There he and his wife, who is atso 
a skilled leather worker, are carving 
out a new life for themselvs. 

Mr. Edmonds is quite well-known 
to many local people, whom he has 
instructed in leathercraft at the 
Lindsay Recreation Centre. They 
possess an extensive set of leather 
working tools and the work they 
turn out can best be seen to he 
appreciated. In addition to pursuing 
leathercraft, they cultivate an °x- 
cellent flower and vegetable garden. 

Mr. Edmonds says they have never 
advertised their skill and that they 
do largely custom work. Business 
just “builds up” from work com- 
pleted he explains. Mr, Edmonds 
has only exhibited his work once, but 
when he did he received two special 
awards, These were won at the 
| Canadian Recreation Association's 
Hobby Fair. 

There are, he explains, two bran- 
ches of leathercraft to be pursued 
—carving and tooling, Each re- 
quire separate pieces of equipment, 
To begin carving leather, for ex- 
ample, one would need a shrivel 
knife, seeder, velner, camouflage 
and a shader. For tooling the basic 
equipment consists’ of a modeller, 
deer foot, for (stippling) and 2 
ball point tool. These basic tools 
can be added to ad infinitum ‘e- 
pending on the degree of skill and 
intricacy of the work being under- 
taken. 

The easiest thing for the begin- 
ner to make {in the leathercratt 
hobby field is a billfold, declares 
Mr. Edmonds. (A skilled operator 
can design three nightly, assembling 
them - another night). The first 
article he ever produced was a purse 
for his wife, which she still has in 
excellent condition. The hardest

explains carving, but it is also the 
most fascinating, He showed the 
writer some excellent specimens cf 
his carving. 

Mr. Edmonds has never employed 
the plastics in connection with his 
work —lacings he prefers tobe 
of genuine leather, It was interes=- 
ing for the uninitiated to learn that 
different types of leather are em- 
ployed for carving and tooling work 
Natural leather is used for carving 
whereas “tooling kip” (calf) is used 
for work to be tooled. These are 
sold by the foot at roughly one dollar 
per. 

The tanning of leather to be used 
in this craft is also important. ‘To 
obtain best results, all leather used 
should be vegetable tanned This, 
the craftsman explained prevents 
staining by perspiration, running, 
and makes it immune to the effects 
of rain. He ‘recalls how a driver 
friend) for whom he had made a 
billfold, lost it in his laneway. For 
two weeks it lay buried in mud aad 
when he unearthed it only the mica 
had been damaged—the rest, clean- 
ed off, was as good as new. 

How much does it cost to get 
started carving or tooling leather? 
Mr, Edmonds estimates the cost 
of basic tooling equipment at be- 
tween six and eight dollars and caz- 
ving, at four dollars. Then, of course, 
there is the leather and the “know 
how”. the latter available at classes 
in many recreation and hobby 
centres across the province. 

This craft has brought content- 
ment and a new way of life to Mr. 
Edmonds and he looks forward to 
the future with confidence.

These experts give two examples 

of improper management of grass- 
lands. 
_In one case, a farmer produced 
excellent crops of orchard grass and 
birds-foot trefoil. In June his cows 
were up to their ribs in orchard 
grass and ladino pasture but two 
other good grassland areas were un- 
touched. . 

Not only was this farmer produc- 
ing good quality roughage which 
was going to waste, but the rapidly 
growing orchard grass was crowd- 
ing out the legumes. The excess 
herbage, the experts say, could have | 
been put in a silo and fed in late 
summer when green feed was des- 
perately meeded, or it could have 
been made into hay. As it turned 
out, it was a costly resource wasted.

This Weed Will Bear 
A Lot of Watching 

Green foxtail, sometimes called 
wild millet or pigeon grass, is a 
bothersome nuisance that will bear 
@ lot of watching. 

It’s an annual plant and produces 
an amazingly high number of seeds. 
It can also spread like wild fire 
unless it is identified early and 
eradicated quickly. > 

The thick, spjke-like head of 
Breen foxtail is quite similar to 
timothy, but it’s a bit rougher 
because of its upwardly-barbed 
bristles. 3 

Each head is carried on a single 
Stem, but there are usually sever: 
al heads to a plant) Each one ot 
them can produce one to two hun- 
dred seeds. 

If growing conditions are good, 
the plant will be leafy, but if the 
weather happens to be dry, there 
will be only a few leaves. 

The seed, including its hull, 's 
about one-twelfth of an inch long. 
Its color depends largely upon how 
ripe it is. It can be yellow, gtey- 
brown or purplish. The dark seeds 
are often mottled with darker spots. 
The kernel is greenish white, and 
is convex on one side and flat on 
the other.

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FARM FRONT 


Three years seems to be the maxi= 
mum time for the seeds of green 
foxtail to stay alive in the soil. 
About 989 per cent of the 
germinate in the first year. Most 
of the foxtail plants grow from 
seed in the top inch of soil. If 
they are buried deeper than thre@ 
inches they will not germinate. 

Control is described best under 
three headings. The cultural con- 
trol is shallow fall or early spring 
cultivation. It's of doubtful value. 
however, since the seeds germinate 
best when on the surface. 

The best advice seems to be to | 
delay summerfallow operations un- 
til a crop of foxtail, then continue | 
cultivation as each new growth ap- 
pears. * 

The second method is srmother 
crops. In this way it's wise to 
Seed early so the crop wil! be ‘ell 
established when the foxtail starts 
to grow. An application of fertili- 
zer will speed growth and increase 
the smothering effect of the cereal 
crop. Fall rye is qa very useful 
smother crop. 

A well-established stand of grass- 
es and legumes will control green 
foxtail yery effectively. The forage 
should be left down for at least 
three hay crops, preferably for four 
or five, Forage crops have the ad- 
vantage of growing and increasing 
soil fertility while the foxtail is

being eradicated. 

Chemical control can be dons 
with trichloroacetate (TCA), but 
don’t use it on wheat, oats or bac- — 
ley or the crop will die. Flax can 
stand some small amounts of TCA. 

In flax, apply TCA at fivé to 
eight pounds of acid equivalent per 
acre when the crop is three to seven’ 
inches high, and before the foxtail 
jis two inches high. Use at leass 
one gallon of water to each pound 
of TCA. Other weeds can be con- 
trolled by spraying 2.4-D of MCP 
in the TCA solution. Then you 
have the advantage of killing two 
birds with one stone. 
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To Shrink Gingham 
_ To shrink ginghams, lay the ma- 
terlal without unfolding {t in a large 
tub of lukewarm water to which a 
little salt has been added, and let 
it soak until the folds are thorough- 
ly saturated. Take the gingham out, 
fold it, pin it on the line when 
there is a good breeze and it will not 
be necessary to press it.

Where Was Moses 
When The Lights 
Went Out? 


One of the fey men in the United 
States who is willing to let his busi- 
ness go for a song 18 George Good- 
win of New York. 

Goodwin is a publisher by trads 
who, makes his home base in a 
Manhattan brownstone. But since 
1949, his inclination has carried 
him out of the brownstone and into 
the cellars, attics and junkyards of 
the world. 

What Goodwin 1s looking for are 
song books, song sheets, song folios— 
anything that might contain spiritu- 
als, chanties, hymns, marches, pol- 
kas, college songs, home songs or 
heart songs that haye been lost in 
the shuffle ovér the years. 

Curiously enough, although Good- 
win owns about two tons of song 
books right now, he does not look 
upon himself as a song book col- 
lector, He regards the pile of ancient 
volumes now mildewing on his office 
shelves and in his cellar as two tons 
of junk. 

However, Goodwin does not look 
upon the 10;thousand songs they 
contain as junk The songs are the 
object of his chase. 

What Goodwin has been trying to 
do for the past five years is cata- 
logue every song in the public do- 
main worth preserving. So far, he 
has managed to weed out about 25- 


hundred of the old songs . . reduce 
them to thematic melody with 
indicated chord symbols . . .and 


then file them under a card system 
he. likes to call a “song-dex.” 

He sells bis cards to band leaders 
and just plain old individuals wno 
have a yen to hear lovely old tunes 
like “Where Did You Get That 
Hat?” .. . “Just Because She Made 
Those Googoo Eyes” . . 
| “Where Was Moses When The 
| Lights Went Out?” 

Goodwin believes his effor to ca- 
talogue old songs is unique . . at 
least, he has never run across ary- 
one else involyed in the pursuit. 
This may be the reason, he figures, 


outlandish places. 

Says Goodwin: “I’ve run across 
| treasurers of old songs in barns, 
chicken coops and even old tool 
sheds. Once a woman had some 
| buried under her wedding dress in 
the attic _ . another family was 
using a collection of rare college

songs to light the fire in their fur- 
nace.” 

‘In fact, the lack of esteem felt 
for old song books by most people 
is so great that once a woman even 
offered to pay Goodwin to cars 
away a pile she owned. Goodwin 
felt so guilty about it that he forced 
a 100-dollar bill on the woman-- 
who felt, in turn, that she was taking 
him, After Goodwin had finished 
cataloguing the collection, he soid 
20 of the pieces --most of them 
rare Stephen Foster numbers --for 
200 dollars. 

On another occasion, while rum- 
aging through a junkyard. Goodwin 
uncovered a stack of music maga- 
zines printed when grandpa was 
waltzing grandma. He picked them 
up for #0 dollars . . and turned 
up enough forgotten tune to keep 
him busy for a month. 

On the other hand, Goodwin has 
discovered that there are some 
people who place an exhorbitant 
price on collections worth almost 
nothing One woman tried to sell 
Goodwin a collection of Hoagy Car- 
michael songs that she had acquired 
from the five-and-ten. Another tried 
to palm off a decaying group of 
songs she had written herself, And 
one felloy in the. midwest asked 
Goodwin to give him one thousand 
dollars. for what he said was a rere 
old hymn book. . 

“It turned out,” says Goodwin, 
“that he-had swiped an ordinary 
book of hymns from a local church ” 

One big source for Goodwin ar= 
the annals of songs whose copy- 
right is running out. A song ¢an 
be copyrighted in the United States 
for 56 years with renewals. After 
that it becomes common property. 
This year, for example “Thé Stars 
and Stripes Forever” goes into 
public domain .. . next year, a 


couple of other famous tunes ---/ 


“The Rosary” and “Because” --- 
fall in

tunes so that they can find melodies 
for their own tunes. 

Goodwin approves of this .. and so 
do publishers. Says Goodwin: “No 
ome can be sued for plagiarism for 
taking a tune from the public do- 
main .. and the songs sell better--- 
the public is familiar with them.” 

In a sense therefore, Goodwin fi- 
gures that when his work is com- 
pleted, it may become one of the 
most important sources of hit tunes. 

“and {t's a pretty good thing, too,” 
says Goodwin. “Most of the old 
tunes have an appeal that new songs 
lack. That’s why I sort of consider 
it an honor to look upon myself as. 
“Bring ’em back alive” George Good- 
win". —BUP

Quite a Tale Of 
“Swivel Guns’’ 
Banned Weapons 


Toronto -- With the approach of 
the duck hunting season, the On- 
tario Department of Lands and For: 
ests has issued {ts list of restrictions 
which apply to the hunting of wild- 
fowl ~Among them is the prohibi- 
tion of the use of “swivel guns.” 
‘Thereby hangs a tale! 

About the only place one could 
find a swivel gun today is in a 
museum. Yet it was once the fay- 
oured weapon of the early settlers 
in Canada and the United tSates 

It was a murderous weapon, ust- 
ally mounted on the bow of a boay 
and used when ducks were tamer 
than they are now. The gun haa 
a bore of anywhere from two to four 
inches. It was loaded with black 
powder as a propellant and its bar- 
rel was practically filled with old 
nails, bolts and scrap iron of alt 
kinds. 

Usually, the hunter selected a 
moonlit night to cruise the marshes. 
concealing his boat in high reeds 
at the edge of open water and wait- 
ing. When the ducks congregated 
for the evening feeding, he aimed 
his weapon by moving the bow of 
the boat and opened fire. A single 
blast usually killed from 50 to 200 
ducks as they fed on the water. 

That was in the days when peo- 
ple needed the food they could get 
from the natural resources of the 
country and before there were fish 
and game regulations in Ontario. 
Even now though, in some Southern 
States, U.S. conservation officers 
sometimes catch a hunter using a 
swivel gun. Heavy sentences are 
imposed for using one of the dead- 
lest weapons hunters ever wielded 

Incidentally, it is also against the 
Jaw in Ontario to use machine guns, 
or any gun larger than No.'10 gauge 


or, in fact, any weapon other than 
a shotgun or bow and arrow.

CAUSE FOR CONCERN? 
A Lindsay citizen has become concerned about the 


ete counterweight which hangs suspended 
from the Wellington Street bridge since he read in the 
paper that a small tree was growing atop it. This 
gentleman's copcern stems from the fact that he has 
knowledge of a counterweight of this type disintegrating 
while still in service on a bridge in western Canada, 
Fortunately, when the westem counterweight crumbled 
and crashed to the bridge floor, there was no traffic 
jn the vicinity and hence no casualties, Upon reading 
of the small tree growing out of the Lindsay counter- 
weight, the interested reader felt that this might indi- 
cate a fissure in the concrete block and that there was 
a very real danger of disintegration. 

At the suggestion of this concerned citizen, “The 
Post” made some Inquiries and learned that the Lindsay 
concrete counterweight was installed in 1910 or 1911... 
42 yearsago. Asa result of these inquiries, representa- 
tives of the Trent Canal System have become interested 
and promised to investigate the condition of the count- 
erweight. Their findings will be awaited with interest.

SCHOOL-PROVIDED TEXTBOOKS.... 

An unhappy ending would appear to be in prospect 
for the government-sponsored scheme to provide free 
textbooks for Ontario school children. And, even if the 
predicted unhappy ending for the scheme is not reached 
quickly, its pathway is almost .certainly likely to be 
strewn with obstacles. objections and dissatisfaction. 
Why? ... Because it is basically an unsatisfactory ar- 
rangement. + 

One of the features of the arrangement which 
tends to make it unsatisfactory is that it takes away 
from the pupil's individuality. Every child likes to 
possess its own books or, if it is necessary to accept 
hand-me-downs, they prefer to have them from within 
the family which permits them to possession on an own- 
ership basis, even though it is transitory. 

Another cause for dissatisfaction with the’ present 
arrangement is the condition of some of the textbooks 
which are passed along. Some of these, despite the 
fact that efforts are made to keep them protected with 
book covers during the school term. are anything but 
clean and some have been found to be objectionably 
dirty. 

The free textbook arrangement has all the ear- 
marks of government paternalism which is neither ap- 
preciated by the parents nor the students in most cases. 
Any saving effected parents in the purchase of textbooks 
is really negligible and has been greatly exaggerated, It 
is difficult to see any tangible evidence of the scheme's 
advantage to children. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE ABOUT 
SMASHING BOTTLES ON THE STREET? ~ 
There has been an alarming increase in the number 

of bottles which have been smashed to pieces on Lind- 
gay’s streets. It is a distressing situation and one to 
which authorities will eventually have to give some 
attention on either a preventative or remedial basis. If 
some means cannot be found to discourage this infantile 
practice which presents so many hazards, then it seems 
almost inevitable that something will have to be done to 
remove the shattered remains as quickly as possible af- 
ter discovery. How can this be arranged? ... The only 
practical arrangement would appear to lie in having one 
of the town's public service departments made respon- 
sible for glass removal, letting this be known to the 
townspeople so that they might report glass strewn 
areas and have a clean-up man dispatched to the scene, 

There are some, no doubt, who will feel that such a 
suggestion amounts to pandering to the destructive ten- 
dencies of a minority group but who will deny that there 
is a need for removing broken glass from our streets? 
Tt constitutes an expensive hazard to motorists and. 
could inflict painful injuries on an unwary child who 
happened to step or fall on a jagged piece. Therefore, 
while urging action to have the results of wanton bottle 
Smashing removed, this paper would advocate the ap- 
plication of every practical means of curbing the prac- 
tice.

An international conference of women in London 
the other day endorsed a resolution to the effect that 
men should help their wives in the home. So far as we 
could ascertain there were no dissentient voices. 

The majority of men in Canada and the United 
States do help the little woman around the house, if it 
is only in the matter of wiping the dishes. Polls have 
shown that to be the case. But in other countries, and 
that includes the enlightened British Isles, there is much 
Jess inclination to help the wife and mother. Husbands 
and sons are more inclined to regard home as the wo- 
man’s domain, and it is mother’s job, and her daught- 
ers’ if she has any, to do all the work in it, even to the 
extent of cleaning the men’s shoes. 

The old adage that “Woman's work is never done” 
cuts little ice with people on the other side of the At- 
lantic. But most fathers and sons today on this side of 
the ocean, feel that they have a moral duty 
toward mother to give a little help so that she can 
get more rest and more leisure. It may be father’s prim- 
ary duty to bring home the bacon and mother’s to cook 
it, but all having eaten it, and created a sense of family 
comradeship, many Canadian and American men feel 
a moral responsibility to do something toward eliminat- 
ing the situation that woman’s work is never done. Many 
may have his eight-hour day and his five-day week, but 
the woman who “keeps” house and “makes” a home— 
two different’but very important things — generally 
starts work before her man gets up in the morning, and 
may be washing up a few bed-time snack dishes after he 
has gone to bed. And that goes on seven days a week.

on a’rack in the pan. Adjust the 
cover and let steam escape from ‘the 
yent for at least one minute. Close 
| the vent-and allow the pressure to 

rise to 10 pounds. | 

Start counting the processing | 
time from the moment the pre< 
reaches 10 pounds. At the ena of 
the processing time, remove the 
Saucepan from heat and Jet {t cool 
normally until the pressure is 
down. 

Five or 10 minutes after the pres- 
Sure is completely down, opsn the 
saucepan and remove the jars, 
cooling them top side up ovt of 
drafts.

It has two thousand members-- 
most of them in the textile indus- 
tries--in Canada, the United States 
and abroad.

He has reduced his tillage equip- 
ment to one basic machine -- a 
duckfoot cultivator which he firs 
with various widths of teeth design- 
ed for specific jobs, 

The Grahams operated the farm 
on a two year rotation --summer- 
fallow folldwed by crop returning 
again to summerfallow the third 
| vear, 

The said that had they not started

44% Of Gas 


“Nothing has so changed the 
Canadian outlook and the position 
of Canada as the discovery of oil 
in the Canadian West”, said Premier 
of Ontario Leslie M. Frost as ne 
spoke to the annual convention cf 
the Eastern Ontario Municipal El- 
ectric Association, Mr. Frost was the 
principal speaker at the luncheon 
Thursday noon. 


Mr, Frost said that in 1943, when 
he had become the Treasurer of 
Ontario, the war had caused gas0- 
line to be rationed, which did 
things to tax monies that were to 
be used to maintain highways, Oil 
and oil derivatives had to be \m- 
ported from outside. 


However, he said, when oil 
was discovered near Edmonton, 

5 or 6 years ago, “a development 

so great, spectacular and 

sound, that we in Ontario are 
now receiving 44 percent of our 
gas and total ofl requirements 

from the West. It will only be a 

short time until all our require- 

ments will come from Alberta 
and the Western provinces.” 

"He said he believes that ‘his 
Canadian oil discovery is one more 
step in the self-sufficiency of 
Canada, and that he hopes that 
oil fields may be found in Saskaf- 
chewan and Manitoba. 

He laughed when he said he 
wouldn’t be adverse to the discovery 
of oil in the James Bay basin. He 
said he “would like to get into the 
oil business from a Provincial stand- 
point.” 

NO LONGER RICHEST 

He said that it used to be said 
that some proyinces were “have not” 
ones and some were the “have” ones_ 
He stated that Ontario was once the 
wealthiest province, but that “On- 
ario doesn't have it now”, that pro- 
vince is Alberta, “Ontario is just 
part of the team of 10 pulling ‘o- 
gether in Canada. Canada cannot 
be prosperous in one section and 
not in another.” 

He said he hoped that Ontario 
would be able to get Alberta and 
Nova Scotia coal, and that the 
achievement might come after tne 
St. Lawrence Seaway was competed. 
He said he said this not from the 
standpoint of being nationalistic, 
buty from that of self-sufficiency 

With Mr. Manning present he said 
he wouldn't discuss the problem of 
gas from the West, but that he 
hoped jt would work out. “In Canada 
we have a very definite fuel prob- 
lem, The spectacular development 


*| of Hydro was brought about by hay- 


ing to use ‘white coal’ for black.” 

“T can see the powe® situation -n 
Canada just a step or two ahead of 
the demand”, Premier Frost stated, 
“What will happen when the poou- 
lation is 5, 6 or 7 millions is that 
well need power and the things 
that make power.” He said that ail 
Canadian governments must have 
the vision to use natural resources 
as much as possible . . . which was 
one of the problems to which too 
much thought hasn’t, as yet, been 
given. 


He said he believed that 
“nothing has so changed the 
Canadian outlook and the po- 
sition of Canada as the discovery 
of oil in the Canadian West. We 
are in challenging days, when we 
just get one thing settled before 
We are into another. But these 
Are great days.” 

Im opening his address Mr. Frost 
said how happy he was to be pre- 
sent with people from Eastern On- 
tario whom her termed, “unsurpas- 
Sed". He said he had just come from 
a mining conference in Niagara 
Falls, He said. he had hat a plea-

He said we were all living “in Can- 
ada ina century | . that is definitely 
ours.” He said that the population 
of Canada was not too large at 
present and the country faced great 
problems of development, The lat- 
ter problems, he said, require “the 
best vision and sense our people can 
give them . . . with readiness to 
co-operate with all governments. 
despite political differences we 
must pull together as Canadians,” 

Mr. Frost stated that Mr, Saun- 
ders had addressed the meeting 
Wednesday evening on “so many 
horsepower”, so he would not speak 
on power, though he realized power

He stressed the facy | 
that great plants have risen in 
Toronto and that about 80 percent 
of the agricultural areas of On-! 
tario have been brought to good 
use. . s i r

OF POPULATION GROWTH | 

Of the almost phenomenal in- f 
crease of Ontario’s population, tne 
Premier said that it used to be 
thought that if the province could 
get 4,500,000 population it would be 
good thing, but now he said thst ” 
Ontario would soon be over the 
5,000,000. “Every 30 days there is a 
population increase in Ontario equel © 
to that of the Town of Lindsay, | 
plus 50 percent. By this time next 
year there will be 180,000 move 
people in Ontario, During the nex: ~ 
365 days we'll have to find desks, 
seats, buildings, textbooks, teachers 
to take care of 50.909 more childre.

The Premier continued that “thr | 
is a time for assessment of | the’ 
challenges and problems ahead of 
us.” In the past, he stated, Ontari> 
has found room for the children. 
and books, teachers, etc. 

He said that the roads that were 
built were expected to last. but that 
there are not enough of them now 
large enough to handle the tremea- 
dous flow of traffic to and fro acr iss 
Ontario. He cited that whereas the 
motor vehicle registration used to be 
850,000 to 750,000 it was about 1 ,309- 
000 today. 

‘There were enough motor vehicles 
{n Ontario to comfortably ride ail 
of its 5,000,000 people and not be 
crowded “The only place that ts 
crowded are the highways!”, he 
quipped, He then mentioned ‘he

Gordon Graydon, PC Critic, Dead o 


Spoke At Lindsay 
Party Conventions 


(British United Press) 

The Foreign Affairs critic for the 
Progressive Conservative Govern- 
ment—Gordon Graydon— died in 
‘Toronto early Saturday a.m. He suf- 
fered from cancer, 

Dr, E. B, Tovee, family physician 
says the distinguished Conseryative 
learned he was critically ill only a 
few days after the August 10th Gen- 
eral election, The national ballot- 
ing returned him to parllament for 
the fifth consecutive term as a 
member for Peel. 

Graydon, aged 56, died at the 
Toronto General Hospital at 1.10 
am, (E.D.T.) where he was admit- 
ted on August 18th—Two days after 
his condition was discovered. His 
wife, the former Datsy Giffen, Stay- 
ner, Ontarlo, had been at his bed- 
side constantly. 

Doctor Tovee says Graydon’s 
health had been falling for some 
time, but it wasn't until after the 
strenuous election campaign that he 
took time out for a medical check- 
up. Adds the physiclan “he had no 
idea until then what his ailment 
was.” 

The opposition critic was 
widely known In the Lindsay 
area where he had addressed 
Progressive Consrvative party 
conventions in the Academy 
Theatre. He spoke at Lindsay 
during the election campagn last 
summer, 

Graydon was recognized as the 
chief Lieutenant of party leader 
George Drew. 

The opposition leader in a state- 
ment issued Saturday a.m. says the 
nation has lost “a truly great Can- 
adian” and “one of its most devoted 
and unselfish servants.” 

Graydon was easily one of par- 
‘iament’s most, popular members. It 
was largely as a result of his useful 
contribution in the External Affairs 
field that the late Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King inaugurated by- 
partisanship in foreign polley with 
the organization of the U-N in 1945. 
Graydon was then selected as one 
of the delegates to the San Fran- 
cisco Conference, 

From 1943 to 1946 Graydon was 
House Leader of the Conservative 
party. Those were the years when 
John Bracken was the Tory leader 
but without a seat in the House of 
Commons. 

Puneral services for Graydon will 
be held Monday at Brampton, Ont- 
arlo, Besides the widow, he is sur- 
vived by three daughters, Carole, 
Leone and Patricia, 

Graydon was born in Bnelgrove 
Ontario, and was educated at 
Brampton High Shool, Victoria Col- 
lege and the University of Toronto. 
He was graduated from the Osgoode 
Hall Law School in 1924.

New Treatment For Mental 

And Emotional Disturbances 

Duting World War 1, as medical | 
officers, we made no special examin- 
ation of the mental and emotional | 
make-up of the recruit, If he had 
right height and weight, no heart | 
or lung disease, he was- accepted 
for active service, This separation 
from home, loyed ones and friends 
with a new life and surroundings, so 
disturbed many of these young men 
even during camp life in thelr home 
land, that many were left home. Still 
others when they got overseas, away 
from home, and had to endure ac- 
tual combat, were unable to stand 
up under it. 

The treatment of nervous ail- 
ments during World War I was to 
send these men back to base and 
many were senf all the way home, 
it being thought, that they would 
never make active combatants. 

When World War IT began, medi- 
cal officers not only made the usual 
physical examination, but studied 
the all-round makeup of the recruit 
--nervousness, neurotic tendencies, 
home and family background --and 
many were rejected because of 
their tense emotionalism: Also, 
when they actually engaged in fight. 
ing, many broke down under it, but 
they were not shipped to base or 
home but were kept not too far 
from the fighting line while they 
gathered strength by rest and nour- 
ishing food. Many did not want to 
be inyalided home, but were anxious 
to return to their fighting comrades. 

A news release of the National 
Assotiation for Mental Health states 
that an average of 70 per cent of 
the men suffering mental and emo- 
tional breakdowns in Korean com- 
bat ‘have been restored to active 
duty through use of modern psy- 
chiatrict methods. 

A pamphlet prepared by Kather- 
ine Glover entitled “Mental Healtn 
--Everybody’s Business’ for the 
National Association for Men‘al 
Health, Inc., and the National In- 
stitute of Mental Health of the 
United States Department of Healtn, 
Education and Welfare, tells of 
methods used today. 

The pamphlet states that psychi- 


| atric discharges from the armed for- 


ces have been reduced to between 1 
and 2 per thousand in contrast wita 


| the 25 per thousand in 1943. “The 


method now used is called the ‘up- 
front’ program --temporary relief 
from combat with a large dose of 
food, rest and light duties and a 
chance to take to a psychiatrist 
about their breakdowns.” 


The pamphlet states further that } 


with the world in its upset condl- 
tion, civilians are in need of this 
mental and emotional care if they 
are to remain normal. Mental dis- 
turbances are responsible for more 
sickness than any other disease ex- 
cept arthritis. Also, mental patients 
remain in the hospital for long 
periods. 

What are we doing for emotionally 
disturbed civilians? Fortunatelz, 
many individuals, laymen, are or 
ganizing groups who are spreading 
the knowledge of how to prevent 
these nervous breakdowns by put- 
ting mental and emotional {llness 
in the same category as physical 
illness with outdoor and indoor 
mental clinics connected with our 
general hospitals,’ 


Adhesions 

A middle-aged man had an attack 
of appendicitis which required op- 
eration. As he also had a hernia 
or rupture on the right side, he 
asked his physician about having 
the appendix removed and the her- 
nia (rupture) repaired at the same 
time. The physiclan advised him 
to delay the repair of the hernia 
because he had not called in the 
physician until the third day after 
feeling the pain in abdomen from 
appendicitis, and there was a poss- 
ibility ct adhesions forming. If he 
had consulted the physician not 
later than the second day, the two 
operations could have been done 
safely, 

What are adhesions? Adhesions 
are where two bleeding or moist 
surfaces meet and adhere (one 
surface sticking to the other) so 
that any strain or pull on the 
muscles in the region would cause 
pain, 

Covering all the abdominal or- 
gans and lining the abdomen itself 
is a sort of network or apron which 
manufactures a juice to enable the 
organs of abdomen to rub or roll 
against one another without fric- 
tion. 

With a small intestine over 20 
feet long enclosed in a small space 
jn the abdomen, it must be coiled 
up snugly. And so these coils ot 
intestine and the other organs in 
bladder, kidneys -- although fast- 
ened to the spinal column from 
which they hang, all move freely 
upon one another owing to this 
juice manufactured by this apron 
or covering called the peritoneum 
abdomen liver, pancreas, gall 

If something irritates the periton- 
eum and pus forms, it is called 
peritonitis and roughened surface 


fs formed which “sticks” to the 
coils of the intestine or the surface 
of other organs, or the coils stick 
to one another, This adhering or 
sticking together {is called adhe- 
sions, 

Adhesions were formerly thought 
to follow only operations for ap- 
pendicitis or gall bladder Inflam- 
mation, but it is now known that 
many of us, perhaps one in three. 
have adhesions in the abdomen. 
What has happened that hag re- 
sulted in these adhesions, which 
may not be causing any symptoms 
and are \not suspected? 

There has been some: irritation, 
some siight inflammation in the 
abdominal cavity, but as the two 
surfaces stuck together, the in- 
flammation did not spread further, 
no damage was done, and no after- 
symptoms occurred. 

Sometimes the adhesions interfere 
with the proper action of the organs 
and the passage of food through 
the small intestine and also pas- 
sage of wastes through large in- 
testine. It is, therefore, sometimes 
Lecessary to open up the abdomen 
and break up the adhesions. How- 
ever, if x-ray shows that the nas- 
sage of food through small intest- 
ine and passage of wastes tnrough 
large intestine are not unduly de- 
layed, a gentle laxative such as 
‘mineral oil may keep one free of 
symptoms. 


Meeting Of Physicians And Laymen 
To Discuss High Blood Pressure 
Most businessmen would naturally 

Say that a physician has as muck 
right to sit in at a meeting of exe- 
cutives and businessmen as a busi- 
nessman has fo sit in at a meeting 
of physicians. However, when the 
meeting of the business men has to 
do with the health of their execu- 
tives and employees, businessmes 
can learn something about medicme 
from physicians and vice versa_ 

As heart and blood pressure dis- 
eases cut down executives and other 
employees of a business organiza- 
tion, it was quite fitting that at the 
May meeting of the American Heart 
Association’s Counci] for High 
Elood Pressure Research, a group 
of business leaders was present to 
learn something about the main 
cause of the deaths of their execu- 
tives and other employees. 

At this meeting, the Council 
| chose a successor to the late Alva 
Bradley, Cleveland business leader 
who served as its president. Mr. 
Bradley died of a heart ailment 
last March, He was influential in 
winning support from corporation 
executives for research into heart 
and high blood pressure which take 
a heavy toll of management and 
labor alike. 

The sessions were devoted to teii- 
ing the businessmen what was be- 
ing done to prevent and contro! 
heart and blood-vessel diseases. To 
drive this information home, an 
entire morning of the two-day 
meeting was held to report this to 
them in lay language. 

Dr. Trving S. Wright, noted heart 
specialist, New York City, past 
president of the Association's 
Scientific Council, was chairman 
and a panel discussion was held on 
the subject, “The Layman Asks the 
Doctor About Heart Disease.” 

From tiie above We can see how 
the American Heart Association, 
through its Council for High Blood 
Pressure Research, is fulfilling its 
two-fold task of supplying scientific 
information for its dual member- 
ship which includes research inves- 
tigators and physicians as well as 
business and industrial leaders who 
are interested in supporting ad- 
vances in the field of heart and 
blood vessel diseases. 

“These sessions were devoted to 
reports; by five research investiga- 
tors who are concerned with devel- 
oping improved methods of treat- 
ing and diagnosing high blone 
pressure (hypertension), the causes 
of which are relatively little 
known.” 

While we think of this as part of 
the American Heart Associatfon's 
humanitarian work, the saving of 
these useful lives--business execu- 
tives and laboring men, both neces- 
sary to the full life of the commun- 
ity--ls really an invaluable asset to 
that community. 


Measuring Worry of the Patient 

When the x-ray was first discov- 
ered and we were able to examine

“A new yardstick to measure 
worry was announced in May of 
this year by the North Carolina 
Psychological Association, a ‘ight 
flicker’ test to determine how wor- 
ried a person 1s, and to study the 
relationship between worry and 
fatigue, heart disease and other 
fllnesses, During the test, a patient 
sits facing a light In a darkened 
room, As the researcher raises and 
lowers the flicker rate of the light 
source, the patient tells him when 
the flicker turns into a steady 
glow or vice versa. The doctors are 
actually measuring anxiety, a psy- 
chiatric term used to describe a 
common nervous condition of ex- 
cess worry, nameless fears and 
‘dreads,’ ‘nervousness, tension, dis- 
turbed sieep and such physical sym- 
ptoms as shortness of breath, rapid 
heart beat, dizzy spells and weak- 
ness.”

This is a story that starts in 
Haiti, the only place in the world 
where zombies are not made by 
bartenders. 

The principal character is a boy 
named Jean Leon Destine (Zhahn 
Lay’-on Des’tee-nay) ...a kid 
from 3 middle class family that 
dealt in dry goods and strait-laced 
ideas. & iy 

Destine was the bad boy of the 
neghborhood. He was interested in 
voodoo -- the primitive _ceremonial 
cult practiced by the peasants of 
the island. This made Destine 
about as popular in his circle as 
pneumonia -- for a Haitian boy o 
a good family to be interested in 
voodoo was @ little like an Ameri- 
can youngster studying to be a dop= 
fiend. 

Nevertheless, Destine chased voo- 
doo the way other men chase 
blondes. _ While still a tot, he took 
part in the Ta-ra-parades -- the 
parades held each spring in the 
city - streets - by the peasants, His 
mother spanked him the first time 
she caught him=taking part in the 
ceremony. . . but next year, “he 
was back all over again. 

By the time he was in his teens, 
Destine had been initiated through 
the Secret ceremony of Hounsi 
(hoon’see) into a mystic backwoods 
cult. Later, he moved to the sta- 
tus of kanzo (Kahn’-zoh) -- that 
is, one who is made immune to 
fire. 

Destine would stay away from 
his family for weeks at a time - 
living in the hills . . . learning the 
hundreds of mystical songs that 
might invoke the god of love . 
or of the drums . . . or maybe, of 
the forest or crossroads. He learned 
how to pound out the rhythm of 
voodoo drums . : . to dance to their 
complicated beats. 

But you can’t live on yoodos. Even 
a Kanzo has to eat. So Destine 
became a linotyper on a newspaper 
in Port-au-Prince, the Haitian 
capital, He was a good linotyper 
.. . with a natural sense of rhy- 
thmotars 

In time, Destine won a Rockefel- 
jer grant and came to the United 
States to study linotyping. His 
eventual aim was to teach in his 
home city. 

In the United States, he lived in 
Brooklyn . . . a parochial land 
where voodoo and the hex are some- 
thing you practice when the New 
York Giants come to Ebbets Field. 

It was a lonely time. Destine sat 
at his linotype by day plinking 
Away on the bloodless machine. At 
night, he sat in his room. 

But after a while, something be- 
gan to tnke hold inside Destine. He 
couldn't sit still at his linotype 
machine. His brain began to echo 
with the rhythms of his boyhood 
. - . his feet caught the rhythms 

- then his hands. 

The other linotype operators. be- 
Gan\to notice an alien beat in the 
room. The clack of the keys . 
the tinkle of the matrix... the 
boom of the lever . . . began to 
sound from Destine’s machine in 
voodoo rhythm. 

Voodoo was still with Destine. He 
couldn't shake it. And so, unde> 
an assumed name, Destine began 
dancing at night around New York 
. anywhere where people were 
willing to watch and listen 

Under the terms of the Rockefei- 
ler grant, Destine finally was forced 
to return to Haiti to teach other 
students linotyping. He lasten one 
month. He wasn't much of 4 :ea- 
cher. Even to this day, ‘t’s saia 
that his students still beat out a 
weird voodoo rhythm on _thel: 
machines. 

So Destine decided to take a long 
step -~ he began organizing a voo- 
coo troupe of his own, He journey- 
ed into the forbidden slums of 
Port-au-Prince. He went back to

patients at Duke Hospital, doctors 
found fhat highly anxious people 
are less sensitive to flicker than 
normal individuals.

From the aboye we can see and 
understand that highly anxious 
persons are less accurate in their 
judgments than less anxious per- 
sons. While the point at which the 
light appears steady varies widely 
from person to person, in most 
cases if is not difficult to place 
people in either the high or low 
brackets, 

What can be learned from this 
discovery of the doctor, at Duke 
University that will help the physt- 
cal, mental and emotional health 
of us all? 

This discovery should give psy- 
chiatrists one further aid, not only 
in the treatment of the anzious 
patient, but also in estimating the 
amount of treatment necessary to 
bring the patient back to his best 
normal self. The psychiatrist 
knowing that anxiety is the cause 
of the patient’s emotional and 
mental ‘condition will study, by 
questioning, until he learns the 
specific or particular problem the - 
patient is attempting to solve. Hs 
can then use scientific yet “sweet” 
Teasoning in helping him to solve 
his problem. —

Tartary Buckwheat 

Buckwheats are grown as commer- 
cial crops in many parts of the 
world, and also have had good re- 
cords in Eastern Canada. 

In these areas, tartary buckwheat 
or rough buckwheat is often grown 
commercially and frequently is pre- 
sent as an impurity in other, com- 
mercial buckwheats, 

Tartary buckwheat doesn’t really 
form a weed menace. In many parts 
of Western Canada it ts a serious 
weed, Under the Canada Seeds Act, 
tartary buckwheat is named a pro- 
hibited noxious weed in Western 
Canada, and no grain that contains 
tartary buckwheat seeds my be sold 
as seed. 

The plant is an annual. It’s easily 
distinguishable from wild buck- 
wheat by its yellowish green color 
and erect growth. Wild buckwheat 
is a twining vine with smooth black 
triangular seeds. 

‘The color of tartary buckwheat !s 
@ greyish sand shade and rougaly 
triangular in shape, with promum- 
ent crests at the center of each 
angle. The faces of the seed are 
deeply grooved. 

Seeds of tartary buckwheat In 
commercial grades of wheat darkea 
the flour, and in malting barley, 
they affect the malt. Top grades 
of oats containing tartary buck- 
wheat cannot be used for rolled or 
other processed products. The seeds 
of this weed are difficult to separate 
from grain by ordinary cleaning 
processes. AS a result, grain is de- 
graded if tartary buckwheat seeds 
are in it_ 

The seeds of the plant are oily 
and must go through an after- 
ripening stage before they will grow. 
Even seeds from the same plant 
need different lengths of time to 
after-ripen. Soil of an infested field 
will contain dormant seeds, those 
ready to grow, and all the in- 
between stages. 

Seeds below three inches usually 
don’t germinate until brought nearer 
the surface. The characteristic of 
delayed germination in tartary buck- 
wheat is much the same as Wild oats. 

Be Careful Of Seed 

‘Therefore, be careful of the seed 
you use. Be particularly careful if 
you're buying it from one who hes 
tartary buckwheat on his farm: 

Spread your seed grain on white 
paper and check carefully, and 
never use seed containing tartary 
buckwheat. 5 

Check your fields early in the 
year... not only for this particular 
weed, but for all others, too. Buck- 
wheat usually shows up well against 
this short crop in the spring. Hand 
pulling of the first féw scattered 
Plants can prevent infestation and 
save endless trouble later on. 

There really is no easy way to 
control tartary buckwheat. All cul- 


seeds buried deeper than three in- 
ches fail to germinate, but retato 
thelr viability. Deep plowing buries 
many seeds that will grow when 
worked to the surface in later years. 

Killing at least one crop of tartaty 
buckwheat before seeding the grain 
crop is good practice. Allow the 
plants to reach the three to five 
leaf stage between cultivations os 
summer-fallow, 

Late seeding of barley will allow 
time to kill at least one crop before 
the barley is planted, The effective- 
ness of smother crop can be in- 
creased by application of fertilizer 
and by post seeding cultivation. 

Forage Crops 

Forage crops, especially if cut for 
hay, will thin down buckwheat ‘n- 
festations but cannot be expected 
to eradicate them. Cutting must 
be done before any buckwheat seed 
is formed. 

Chemical Control 

In chemical control, buckwheat 
plants are somewhat resistant to 
2-4-D, the resistance increases 8S 
plants mature, but some controi 
can be gained by early application. 
Better results will be obtained if 
growing conditions are good. 

Apply the 2, 4-D as heavily and as 
early as the crop will tolerate it. If 
post seeding cultivation has been 
properly done, the crop will be ahead 
of the buckwheat. The rate should 
be six to eight ounces acid equiva- 
lent per acre depending on tae 
cereal crop. —BUP 

Iodine In Salt 

Todine in salt is easily lost. 

Tests show that all the iodine in 
salt blocks disappears in two 
months after exposure in pasture-- 
and there is no chemical method of 
preventing the loss. 

The answer is to put out at a 
time only as much iodized salt as 
the animals lick in a few days. 

More Canadian Mink 

The Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics says fur farmers will have more 
to offer this year to the lady who 
wants to be wrapped in mink. 

But there will be less for the 
woman who prefers fox. 

The Bureau says the yield of 
standard and mutation mink pelts 
is expected to be 15-point-two per 
cent higher during the 1953-54 
Season--while the harvest of stan- 
dard Silver and new type fox pelts 
is predicted at 45-point-four per 
cent below last season. 

Putting it down to actual figures 
mink pelts are expected to number 
about 623 thousand compared to 
last season’s 541 thousand. The 
number of fox pelts--12-thousand- 
700 compared to last year’s 23- 
thousand-700.--BUP.

The village of Kinmount is en-

recently the roads from Minden to 
Kinmount, to Bobcaygeon, to Fene- 
lon Falls has been widened and 
paved, which has resulted in a 200 
percent increase in traffic, also the

He said it is true the 
cooperative aims to build houses of 
standard quality for much less than 
prevailing contract prices and ex- 
plains this will be possible because 
quantity buying and cooperative 
Jabor will contribute towards this 
end.

It was at first, be 
motes, because they hestitated to 
extend the field until they were 
sure it was a practical scheme, Now 
that this has been determined, he 
says all interested have been wel- 
comed to participate. 

Recently the following article 
written by Fred Claridge, of The 
Globe and Mall, appeared with the 
approval of cooperative partici- 
pants: 

Thirty-two men of this town of 
10,000 already have clubbed tu- 
gether and purchased land in the 
southeast ward. A few days azo, 
they were granted a provincial 
charter and before the end of this 
year intend to have 16 modern 
homes ready for occupancy. The 
other 16 will be built next year. 

“Ours is the ploneer home buiid- 
ers’ co-operative in Ontario,” de- 
clared Guy Mills, chairman of the 
group. “We got our enthusiasm las: 
October at a Parent-Teachers’ 
Association meeting, Father Maroc- 
co, of the social action department 
of St. Patrick's College, Ottawa, 
addressed us on co-operative hous- 
ing. The need is so great that we 
decided to form a*housing co-op 
along the lines he suggested.” 

Guidance in such a communal 
home-building project is included 
in/an eight-phase study course from 
St, Patrick's College, whose staff 
hos done much practical research. 

The Maryknoll members have had 
the course in all its preparatory 
phases: Education mace Excavat- 


jon; What Others lave Done; 
Financing Co-operative Housing; 
The Legal Side of Co-operative 


Housing; Finding a Site; Selecting a 
Plan; In a Co-operative, Everybody 
Works, and Choice of Materials. 

“We meet one night a week for 
an hour and a half study, and every 
fourth night there is a general 
meeting to discuss special problems,” 
explained Nick August, who ex- 
pects to add plumbing and electrical 
work to his regular profession as a 
baker. 

The unusual co-op has set its 
weekly dues at $2, and the funds 
acquired haye been used to pur- 
chase the 1l-acre site for Lindsay's 
new residential subdivision oyer- 
looking the Scugog River, 

“The land,” said Guy Mills, 
“provides enough room for 32 homes 
on 58 by 120-foot lots, plus four lots 
for a children’s playground,”

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Voluntary ‘‘Homemaker Service’’ 


Introduced At Linds 


To Norway-Denmark State Service 


The Red Cross Society has re- 
cently launched a “Homemaker 
Service” in Lindsay which has at- 
tracted widespread attention. The 
object of the service as explained 
by Red Cross officials, is to provide 
help in the home during illness of 
the mother which would make it 
possible for the father and children 
to carry on in a near-normal man- 
ner. The homemaker is dispatched 
to the home on receipt of a call 
for assistance and takes over the 
duties normally performed by che 
mother, thus enabling the father to 
continue his employment and tne 
children to be adequately cared for 
until the mother recovers. 

In the Lindsay area, and in-fact 
across Canada, the Red Cross So- 
ciety is endeavouring to introduce 
this “Homemaker Service” on a 
voluntary basis .. . . the recipient of 
of service paying in proportion to 


ability to do so. Officials say they | 


are confident the plan will succeed 
on this basis and that the service 
will fill a long-felt need. 

Homemaker services are not new 
to other countries but the method of 
operating them is entirely different. 
Whereas in Canada the emphasis 1s 
being placed on the voluntary oD- 
eration of the service, in other lands 
it is a state service A recent edi- 
torial in the Toronto Daily Star 
brought to the attention of “The 
Post” by Dr. ©. W. M. Service, who 
is allied with the work here, explains 
how the service is handled in some 
Scandinavian countries. Dr, Service 
explains that the object of bringing 
this to the attention of local people 
is not to suggest that the plan be- 
come a state undertaking but to 
give people an idea of how the ser- 
vice works out and the role it plays 
in domestic life. At the same time 
he expresses the hope that citizens 
will have a better understanding of 
the aims, on a voluntary basis, of 
the Red Cross Society here, in 
introducing its “Homemaker Ser- 
vice”, 

Here is the editorial: 

Subsidized Domestic Service 

“Denmark {s reported to have 
joined the growing list of nations 
operating a government-subsidized 
domestic aid service, The report 
from Copenhagen states that in the 
current year, the first year of the 
new scheme, 23,000 families benefit- 
ed from a law providing goyern- 
ment-subsidized emergency domes- 
tic service at a cost scaled to the 
family's ability to pay. Famillcs 
having incomes of less than $1,000 
a year are entitled to receive free 
domestic aid; those with an income 
of $2,000 or more a year would be 
charged a maximum of $2.75 pe= 
day. 

“The household workers engayed 
in this program have been carefully 
selected and trained in schools pro- 
vided by the government. Most of 
them are women of middle age or 
older. Their services are available 
chiefly to families where the house- 
wife is incapacitated owing to {\- 
ness, childbirth or other emergency. 
In many cases the calls. for domestic 
aides are registered by hospitals and 
clinics Since the household help 
scheme was instituted, Danish hos- 
pitals reported a reduction in the 
demand for hospital care and an 
increase in home births. This has 
helped to relieve congested condi- 
tions in hospitals.

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Others Say 


THAT FLAG AGAIN 


Notice has been given by 


a Quebec member to the 


Federal House that he intends to revive the Canadian 
flag issue this coming session. Memories of the 1946 
attempt to choose a design suitable to both French and 
Bnglish factions in Canada still rankle; the issue then 
boiled down to whether the Union Jack should be in- 
cluded on the new flag. Because no unanimity was 
thought possible, after long debate the subject was 
dropped; since that time Canada has gone on her boom; 
ing way without a national flag. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent does not wish to force 
the issue, wisely preferring to await until time is ripe 
for settlement. Whether it will be a maple leaf, a beav- 
er, a fleur-delys, or some other motif that will predomi- 
nate, and whether the flag of Great Britain will be ad- 
mitted seem trivial impediments. In fact, if the need 
for a flag were great enough, factional rivalry would 
give way to national unity. The moment St. Laurent 
is waiting for is that when national unity will take first 
place and all traditions will be regarded with impartial 
and appreciative consideration. The growth of Can- 
ada’s population as thousands of New Canadians choose 
this country for their foster homeland presages a “melt- 
ing pot” amalgam of races such as exists in the United 
States. When this is achieved, there will be no room 
for pro-British feeling or pro-French or, in fact, pro-any- 
thing, but pro-Canada. Then would seem the proper 
time for deciding on a national flag, not now when the 
wishes of only two of the many races that will contribute 
to the future of Canada are being considered. 

There is actually little confusion as matters stand 
atpresent. Whether it isthe Union Jack or the Red En- 
sign that is flown, the same purpose is accomplished. 
Tf the Union Jack inspires loyalty to Canada in Ontario 
and another flag in Quebec inspires the same loyalty, 
the difference between the two flags is inconsequential. 
The same end is being achieved. The only danger is 
that the loyalty in each case may not extend to the 
whole of Canada or may not exclude loyalty to any other 
eountry. A flag is a symbol of a unified country de- 
manding complete loyalty from every citizen, a loyalty 
not shared with any other country or’restricted in appli- 
cation to one nationalistic group within the country it- 
self. When Canada achieves complete integration as a 
nation, with all component races playing their part for 
Canada alone, then the time will be ripe for a flag.

This 
may involve ambulatory (pati2nt 
able to walk about), home, hospital 
or other institutional care, or 
various combinations of this care.” 

Chronic illness may not be dis- 
abling. The disability, however, pre- 
vents him from following his usual 
or normal activities. These disabling 
illnesses are: heart diseases, harden- 
ing of the arteries, high blood pres- 
sure, nervous and mental diseas-s, 
arthritis, diseases of the kidney, 


tuberculosis, cancer, diabetes, 2S- 
thma. 
Dr. Cherkasky points out that 


chronic or long term illness is not 
“hopeless”. On the basis of past. 
experience, diseases which appear 
uncontrollable can be expected, 
through new discoveries, to be pre- 
vented or ameliorated. 

All chronic diseases amd old age 
do not necessarily go together. The 
great majority of chrenic diseases 
occur during ages 15 to 64, However. 
during the past 50 years, With new 
methods of preventing communic- 
able diseases, newer knowledge of 
food values, and the new sntibin- 
tics (germ killing drugs), the average 
life span has been so extended that 
there are just that many more who, 
while growing older, have gradually 
developed chronic disease, 

In ace disease when the period 
of illness is short, the disturbance of 
family and social life is not serious; 
in chronic disease, aside from pain 
and disablement, the social and 
emotional disturbances are of great 
importance. “The illness sets in 
motion a whole chain of events 
which threaten the relationships he 
has built up with his family and 
society over many years.” 

What can be done about chronic 
illness? 

The early discovery or detection 
of any illness is the first thought. 
“The best method for detecting 
chronic disease at an early or cur- 
able stage would be periodic health 
examinations.” This examination 
should start with the family phy- 
siclan who not only knows the 
patient's physical condition but his 
family and social background, whith 
latter forms an important part in 
the treatment of chronic illness.

wounded or, in the case of the 
female, when she is with cubs. 

The inspector says bears, true 
story-book legend, are really foni 
of honey. They will invade an a- 
piary and upset colonies, stealing 
the honey. Their thick fur proteccs 
them against the stings of the bees 
although it is said they occasionally 
take a beating about the snout 
which their appetite for honey 
prompts them to ignore. 

While many people eat bear meat 
on occasion, game officials believe 
the chief interest of hunters in 
bears lies in their hides. They say 
the bearskin rug is a prize hunters 
take pride in and note that the 
best season for taking bear for rug- 
making purposes is in November 
when the fur is prime. 

However, game officials also is- 
SUe a warning in the matter of 
shooting bear. They mustn’t be 
taken at night. It is against the 
law, they declare, to hunt bear 
after nightfall except that a farm- 
er may kill a bear at any time if 
it is actually doing damage to his 
farm. Open season on bears starts 
September 1st and runs through 
to the expiration of resident hunt- 
ing licenses. 

Only the other night a Minden 
man was picked up near Carnarvon 
with a high-powered rifle in his 
possession.

“The government of Norway too 
provides such a service In Norway 
it is called the Housewife Relief 
Service and is being operated by 
the ministry of social welfare with 
the collaboration of municipal 
health departments. Women enter- 
ing the service are required to 
take a special course and are selec- 
ted on the basis of a civil service 
examination. Those who have satis- 
factorily completed the course pro- 
vided “by the government are 
entitled to wear the working uni- 
form, with armband and brooch 
authorized by the welfare ministzy- 

“In both Scandinavian countries 
the household worker has a definite 
status: she is neither housemaid nor 
nurse. Her duty is to take charge 
of a home, carry out the daily tasks 
performed by the housewife These 
include shopping and cooking; care 
of the children and sick persons in 
the family; dam and patch gar- 
ments; keep the house clean and do 
light washing, but not the week's 
laundry, In rural areas, her duties 
include the care of domestic ani- 
mals as would normally be done by 
the housewife. 

“The government-subsidized help- 
er's wages are paid in most cases 
by the municipal health depart- 
ment toward which it receives a 
state grant and whatever fees can 
be collected from families receiving 
the service, The rates paid by the 
families are in each case determined 
by the Individual family’s ability to 
pay. 

“Schemes of this sort have 
brought a new type of domestic 
worker into the field and have 
raised the status of domestic em- 
ployment, This is because the home 
helper is carefull selected, provided 
with a well-planned course of train- 
{ng and works under vastly improv- 
ed conditions, : '

The slower, heavier slug will bore 
its way through bush country where 
the lighter, faster bullet may he 
deflected or disintegrate if it strikes 
a twig or branch. Either bullet, 
properly aimed, will kill quickly and 
cleanly. 

It’s much the same story with 
shotguns and ammunition, though 
the accent in this case usually 1s 
on ammunition. Here's waa! De- 
partment experts recommend ir 
Shot sizes: 

For duck shooting over decoys, 5, 
6 or 732; sll other duck shooting, 
No, 4, Geese, BB, 2 or 4. For up~ 
Jand shooting, snipe, woodcock, rail 
and smail shore birds, No. 8 or 9; 
for large shore birds and small 
winged }.<sts, 742 or 8; for pheas- 
ant, grouse, rabbit, squirrel, 4, 5, 
6, 7!2; for large furred vermin such 
as fox, BB, 2 or 4. 

The 12-gauge standard 2 3-4 inch 
load with 1 1-4 ounces of shot is 
good for practically all wild fowl. 
For upland shooting, such as the 
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Hungarian partridges of Eastern 
Ontario, a fast load and relatively 
small shot size 1s recommended, 
Best chokes are modified, improved 
cylinder or, under some conditions, 
cylinder barrels, 

Shot smaller than No. 8 or larg- 
er than No, 6 is undesirable, as 
rule, Upland game often is tore 
badly if hit at short range with 
small shot, or may be wounded and 
escape if hit at ranges over 40 yards.

How bowed the woods beneath their 
sturdy stroke.” 

This, and several other verses were 

quoted to illustrate this point. 

“We of this generation, are th> 
heirs of all the accumulated know- 
ledge, wisdom, art, science, inven- 
tion, religion and philosophy of 
past ages. All we haye in this

yoice can be sent around the globe 
in a few seconds. The great task 
before this generation, is to trans- 
form the world neighborhood into 
a world brotherhood.”

| The newspaper said Rhee in an in- 
| terview was sharply critical of | 
the Allies for planning a solution of | 
the Korean question without first | 
consulting the South Korean Go-} 
vernment. He renewed ‘his threat | 
to fight, if he must, for the unity 
of his country! 

The American Plan, reported to 
have the support of Britain, Canada 
and France, calls for the neutraliza- 
tion and unification of North and 
South Korea, the withdrawal of 
foreign troops, and a pact against 
aggression, Rhee was quoted as 
saying: 

“We cannot take seriously any 
proposal for the neutralization of 
Korea so long as we have powerful 
aggressor nations which are left 
unpunished and unconverted from 
their violent ways

Open Season 
On Raccoon 


At Hand 


Toronto, Sept. 28 -- The open 
season for raccoon in Ontario be- 
gins on October 1 and extends to 


| February 28, 1954, both dates in- 


clusive. A month later, November 


| 1, the season opens for the hunt- 


ing and trapping of beaver, fisher, 
marten, mink, muskrat and otter. 
For some species, length of season 
varie; m aifférent sections of the 
province. Foxes may be hunted 
the year round; season is set offi- 
cially as August 15 to the following 
August 14. 

Fisher snd marten may be 
“trapped, hunted, taken, Killed and 
possess2d” in any part of Ontario 
from November 1 to next January 
21, both inclusive. Lynx may be 
hunted and trapped anywhere in 
the province from November 1 to 
next February 28. 

The season for beaver ends May 
21, 1954, in the territorial districts 
of Algoma, Cochrane, Kenora, Man- 
itoulin, Rainy River, Sudbury, 
Thunder Bay and Temiskaming

Experts Says Pan 


thers Stalking 


About in Canada’s Maritimes 


How would you like to go hunting 
panthers? It doesn’t need a safari, 
guides, and all the expensive equip- 
ment one might think | . . Decause 
the rare and unique animals are 
right here in Canada. 

Experts on game and wildlife re- 
port that the elusive and wary 
eastern panthers “are roaming a- 
round the province of New Bruos 
wick, seemingly unaware of the fact 
that theyre supposed to be extinct. 

‘The panthers are long-lost cousins 
of the western mountain lions and 
they are daily stalking the New 
Brunswick. forests in increasing 
numbers. 2 

They have also wandered across 
the border into Nova Scotia, but so 
far have only been reported sightrd 
fn Cumberland County, which bord- 
ers on New Brunswick. 

First reports of these animals, snd 
their descriptions brought doubtfcl 
smiles to the faces of unbellevers. 
Farmers throughout the district de- 
scribed the animals they have see2 
at different times, but their stores 
were met with scorn. 

‘The panthers have long been con- 
sidered extinct in the Atlantic pro- 
yinces, and there are no records ¢f 
the animals attacking any humars 
since the 1948 discovery that the 
rare and wildly-beautiful animals 
still exist. 

Evidence has betn found by the 
officiais, too, that panther cuhs 
have mauled cattle in some sreas. 
One report tells of a heifer which 
survived a brutal attack by the 
yicious animals. Because job Was 
not completed, and the little heiter 
lived, it is believed that it must have 
been a cub cat which stalked the 
umwary animal in the fields 

‘The director of the Northeastern 
Wildlife Station of the Wildlife In- 
stitute, Bruce S. Wright, of Frederte- 
ton, has been watching the situation 

He has carried out extensive in- 
vestigations into the existence and 
whereabouts of these oddities. 

Wright first reported seeing pan- 
thers in New Brunswick in 1948 
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and since that time, he has found 
evidence of their increasing num- 
bers. 

It was just a year ago this 
autumn that Wright was shown 4 
picture of a strange animal killed 
by a@ hunter. He only needed one 
look to identinfy it as an eastern 
panther. It had been killed in New 
Brunswick's Kent Coynty in 1932. 

‘That same panther is believed to 
be the very last one ever captured, 
either dead or alive, in the Atlantic 
provinces. 

Only last January, the wildlife ex- 
| pert says, a hunter told of tracking 
a panther over river ice north of 
Saint John.
